KELLEY’S SPEECH. 

Kelley made a five-minute speech in sup- 
port of the resolution. He said it was 
obvious to every cool-headed observer that 
the same schemes of obstruction which had 
so long delayed the Internal Revenue ll at 
the last session were being used to obstruct 
the progress of the Tariff bill. He reminded 
the Llouse of the immense number of amend- 
ments which had been offered, andof the 
irrepressible tendency to make incon- 
sequential speeches, and by every other 
means to retard the bill. Extracts from the 
President’s message had been” dinned 
into the ears of the House by self-as- 
sumed leaders of the minority until 
everybody was disgusted. “If we are to 
pass a tariff bill at all,” said Judge Kelley, 
we must have the power to escape from 
that seif-assumed leadership which proposes 
such amendments as 1 have indicated—such 
amendments as that offered by a representa- 
tive of one of the cotton-growing States to 
put cotton-seed oil on the free list—such 
leadership as that which called out a ques- 
tion as to whether the beautiful specimen of 
the cerainic art exhibited the other day was 
not a cuspadore, and which permitted a 
demagogic speech based upon the idea that 
such articles are used by the manufacturers 
of the East as spittoons,” 

MORRISON.

BESSEMER STEEL A CRY FOR RELIEP—ILLI- 
NOIS HIT HARD. 

Mr. Vest, of Missouri, today introduced in 
the Senate a petition from the Harrison Wire 
Company, of St. Louis, the object of which 
is to end the Bessemer steel monopoly. The 
substance of the petition is contained in the 
following paragraph: 

The amendment which your petitioner prays 
for is that a proviso be added to the pending 
Tariff bul to the effect that corporations exist- 
ing under the laws of any one or more States 
shall not become joint owners of any pateut 
right issued by the United States; all o- 
partnerships, combinations, or pools formed by 
such cor tions for the purpose of owning 
or controlling such patents, mug contrary to 
the policy of the law, purchase thereof oy such 
combinations shall be construed as an abandon- 
ment of all exciusive rights thereuaoder to the 
public at large. 

Capt. Fitch, President of the company, de- 
clares that the Bessemer Steel Company 
seeks to drive all other companies out of the 
—— The following are some of his 
points: 

Work on the new Harrison Steel Compa- 
ny’s plant at Harrison, Jackson County, III., 
has been suspended by action of the Bange 
mer Steel Company. The projected works 
were to be on the most extensive scale for 
manufacturing basic steel. The Harrison 
Wire Company, for the Harrison Steel Com- 
pany, in April last contracted with Jacob 
Reese, of Pittsburg, for the use of certain 
patents owned by him pertaining to the man- 
ufacture of basic steel on a basis of tonnage 
royalty. The Bessemer Association prior 
to that time had executed an agreement 
with Reese, by which, under certain 
stipulations, he was to transfer 
certain patents to them, and an additional 
agreement by which the Bessemer men were 
to have all the improvements which he might 
“ subsequently invent and apply to have pa- 
tented.”’ 

After the contracts had been executed by 
Reese, the Harrison Wire Company got up 
the steel company, selected the site, made 
contracts for tuel and ore, arranged all the 
details essential to the rapid completion of 
the works, and put a force to work. The 
Bessemer Company in the fall entered suit 
against Reese and the Harrison Wire Com- 
pany at Pittsburg. Little attention was paid 
to this matter by the Harrison Wire Con- 
pany, it being assured it was ane for effect, 
as they could not be summoned Pittsburg 
to plead in a court there. But in Decem- 
ber suit was entered in the United 
States Court in St.

SILVER DOLLARS. 
TUE GOLDBUGS DEFEATED. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 5.—[Special.}— 
The Llouse Coinage Committee this morning 
obtained a quorum and passed the resolu- 
tions which are published below. It was 
modified in some particulars. It provides 
that the coinage of the silver dollar shall not 
be discontinued;. that the surplus in the 
Treasury above 2% per cent shall be devoted 
to the payment of the public debt by the pur- 
chase of bonds, so that the Appropriations 
Committee shall be directed to make suffi- 
clent appropriation to erect and necessary 
vaults for the storage of the coin, 
which is held as a security for 
the silver-dollar circulation. A curious 
fact is to be noticed as to all the movements 
of the Treasury and the goldites on this sub- 
ject. They assume that all of the silver dol- 
lars in the Treasury are simply hoarded, and 
that it is not possible to get them into circu- 
lation. The truth is that, with the exception 
of a comparatively small amount, every do- 
lar which is stored in the Treasury vaults is 
held as the security for silver certificates that 
are outstanding. The silver is as much in 
circulation as the gold is against which a 
considerable quantity of gold certificates are 
held.

Wasuinerton, D. C., Feb. 5.—[Special. |— 
Senator Ferry, of Michigan, was about the 
Capite! today, looking as happy (as one of 
the Yankee Senators expressed it) as a 
basket of chips. Neither the apparent pretty 
certain prospect of defeat nor the failure 
in his business seemed to have any effect 
upon his exuberant spirits. One might sup- 
pose him, so far as good cheer goes, a Tabor, 
or some other bonanza king, elected for a 
long term. He was not indisposed to talk 
on the genera! situation in Michigan, but his 
conversation was of the most general char- 
acter. He said, very confidently, that he ex- 
pected to be reélected upon the reassembling 
of the Legislature, but this confidence 
certainly is notshared by any of the rest of 
the Michigan men here. They, however, are 
not very good authority as to Ferry’s pros- 
pects, as they are nearly all candidates them- 
selves. As to his business embarrassments, 
Mr. Ferry naturally was not inclined to 
speak. He did say, however, that the facts 
could not be fully ascertained until the con- 
dition of the mining investments should be 
better known. Another Senator, who is 
somewhat familiar, it isto be presumed, with 
Ferry’s business operations, said that the ob- 
ligations of the firm would hardly be less 
than $400,000. The reason assigned by him 
for the failure was that neither of the part- 
ners has recently given any personal atten- 
tion to the business, and the firm has 
been very careless in giving credits. 

THE GREAT ASSESSOR. 

There is one Michigan Congressman, how- 
ever, who talks without reserve. Jay Hub- 
bell is back, He did not occupy the same 
section with Ferry, and his dividends from 
the Calumet & Hecla mine are not 
diminished. He, too, is happy. He says: 
“You can put it down for a certainty that 
Ferry will not be reélected. His race is run, 
He is not going to get any more votes. He 
will not long hold all that he has. It will 
not be possible to form any combination to 
elect a Senator by the aid of Democratic and 
Greenback votes. You can put itdown, too, 
that a straightout Republican will be 
elected. There willbe no sacrifice of the 
party for any such quarre! as this.” 

„Will the name of that straightout Re- 
publican be Jay Hubbell?“ the newly ar- 
rived member was asked. 

Hubbell answered that he was not a candi- 
date, but he made it very apparent that he 
was, and would bea candidate as long as it 
was necessary to defeat Ferry. The general 
impression is that, after the recess which the 
Michigan Legislature has taken, a new man 
will be agreed upon. And it is notnow ex- 
pected here that the choice will fall upon any 
of the Congressmen from that State.

CANADIAN NEWS. 


Provisions of the Bill to Encourage 
Tree-Planting in Ontario— 
News Budget. 


Tonoxro, Out., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—An 
important bill to encourage tree-planting in 
Ontario was passed by the local Legislature 
at its session just closed. The bill provides 
that any municipality may passa by-law for 
paying out of the public funds a bonus not 
exceeding 25 cents for every tree of certain- 
named species which shall be planted 
along a highway or farm boundary line, or 
within six feet of such boundary line. Trees 
planted along highways are to be the prop- 
erty of the owner of the adjacent lands, and 
the trees are not to be cut down 
without permission of the authorities. 
Trees planted on a farm boundary line 
are to be the joint property of the owners of 
the two farms. The actcan be accepted by 
cities, towns, or villages if the Councils 
thereof will pass by-laws adopting the same. 
The act also provides for the appointment by 
the municipalities of Inspectors who are to 
report oncea year to their Councils the names 
of the persons who have planted trees, the 
number of each species planted, and with the 
reports are to be sent certificates that the 
trees are not less than thirty feet apart, that 
the trees have been planted three years, and 
that they are alive, healthy, and of good 
form. The report shall also state the amount 
of bonus or premium coming to each person, 
and on the adoption of such report the said 
amount shall be paid. Then a copy of the 
report being transmitted to the Provincial 


Treasurer, that official shail refund to 
the municipality one-half of 

sum which has been paid by way 
of bonus. ‘The bill proposes that the sum of 
$50,000 shail be set apart as the Ontario 
tree-planting fund,” from which these bo- 
nuses are to be paid. The trees which the 
bill authorizes to lanted and paid for are 
ash, basswood, beech, birch, butternut, ce- 
dar, cherry, chestnut, elm, hicko „ maple, 
oak, pine, sassafrass, spruce, walnut, or 
whitewood. There are as yet only 10,000,000 
acres cleared out of 150,000,000 in the prov- 
inee, and, as the 10,000,000 is mingled with 
two or three times its area of land still under 
forest, the process of disforesting Ontario 
cannot yet have — far enough to pro- 
duce any of those evils from which 
European and Asiatic countries, formerly 
formerly forest but now desert, are suffering. 
‘The municipalities may vote anything not 
exceeding 35 cents-per tree. If they vote 20 
cents per tree, Which would be a consider- 
able proportion of the cost if planted in 
large numbers, there will be 10 cents for each 
tree coming from the Provincial Treasury, 
and the fund appropriated will not be ex- 
bausted until there are 500,000 trees planted 
and all living and of good form at three years 
from planting. The half-million of trees 
which the Provincial fund will procure to 
be plantea would line on each side the bigh- 
ways for a distance of 1,420 miles.

THE OIL REGIONS. 
DEVASTATION IN PENNSYLVAMSIA. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Feb. 5.—{Special.]—Thou- 
sands ot people lined the banks of the Allie 
xheny River all day noting the many start- 
ling incidents of the flood, The river rose 
inch by inch all last night, and it was not un- 
til 8 o’clock this evening that it became sta- 
tionary. At9o’clock a decline set in, and all 
danger was past. The damage in this vicin- 
ity resulting from the freshet will amount in 
the aggregate to over $300,000. All the mills 
between the Sharpsburg bridge and the Fort 
Wayne Railroad bridge, on the Allegheny 
side, were compelled to shut down, throwing 
thousandsof men into idleness. 

IRON-WORKS FLOODED. 

The water invaded the Pittsburg Bridge- 
Works, Carnegie Bros. & Co., and parts of all 
the other iron-works. The damage will be 
great and the loss to the proprietors will be 
thonsands of dollars, as some of the firms 
had large orders on hand. The water has 
crippled the check-works and gas-furnaces at 
Carnegie’s to such an extent that the com- 
pany will be put to great expense in making 
the necessary repairs. The twelve-inch mill 
at the Black Diamond Steel-Works was the 
only department in operation. At least ten 
establishments are closed in consequence of 
the high river. On the Pittsburg side, from 
the Eighteenth Ward down to the point, 
more thana hundred buildings are partly 
submerged. Many of these are dweiling- 
houses, and the people residing therein have 
been compelled to move upto the upper 
stories or away from the houses aitogether. 
‘The damage to furniture and the buildings 
willamount toconsiderable. Several stables 
and some live stock were swept away from 
the Fifteenth and Seventeenth Wards. A 
dwelling-house at Twenty-eighth street was 


ovérturned. . ; 
WRECKED REFINERY. 


Oil refineries in Lawrenceville suffered 
considerable loss. At Forty-second street 
the Iola refinery, owned by Alex Dempster, 
was inundated, but the damage at the pres- 
ent writing cannot be estimated, as there was 
a considerable amount of oll in the stills. 
Tanks were upset, and the buildings flooded 
to the hicht of their ceilings. This refinery 
bas been wrecked on several other occasions 
by floods. Of the Standard Oil Company's 
annexes, the following were completely in- 
undated below the Valley Railroad: The 
Vesta, at Waring Station, one of the largest 
refineries ;the Parafline Works; the Citizens’ ; 
and the Crystal. All of these works are 
more or less sufferers from the aqueous 
devastation,

It swung around, and ip a 
twinkling was tossed from the other end and 
sailed away with the tide, leaving those who 
had refused to forsake their homes on the 
island at the mercy of the waters. 
UNDER WATER. 

Those who are left on the island are safe. 
They are snugly fixed in their second-story 
bomes, and those who have none are with 
their heighbors. Every inch of the island is 
under water except two small spots. To the 
east of Federal street, in Allegheny, the 
scene is one of utter devastation. Between 
the suspension bridge and Hand street bridge 
seven feet of water covers the Pittsburg & 
Western Railroad, and the tops of freight- 
cars are just visible. The passenger-cars 
were removed to points above the city. The 
depot is completely submerged. River avenue, 
Grantham street, Sandusky street, and all 
the other thoroughfares opening on River 
avenue are flooded. So faras known only 
two lives have been lost. Railroads in all 
directions are badly damaged by washouts 
and loss of bridges. The Pittsburg & West- 
ern Railroad officials say they have lost over 
twenty bridges.

BRIDGES SWEPT AWAY. 

Up to 3 o’clock this afternoon the County 
Commissioners had received intelligence 
that a dozen bridges in different districts of 
the county had been swept away. At that 
hour nothing had been heard from the 
bridges along the Chagrin River, in the 
eastern part of the county, with the excep- 
tion of the Willson’s Mills bridge in Mayfield 
Township. It was reported that one span of 
that bridge had floated away. There is nota 
bridge left standing between the eight-mile 
lock and Boston, Summit County, a distance 
of fully fourteen miles. The bridges along 
that route that have been swept away are the 
bridges at the slips,“ at Independence 
depot, the tron bridge at Tinker’s Creek, the 
new iron bridge at Breeksville Station, the 
bridge at Red-Lock,” and Gleeson’s bridge 
at Tinker’s Creek, in Bedford Township. 

AN IBON STRUCTURE GONE. 

The new iron bridge at Brecksville Station 
was one of the finest bridge structures in 
Cuyahoga County. It was built bat two 
years ago, had 
and was owned jointly by Cuyahoga and 
Summit Counties. The same two counties 
had also a joint interest in the Red-Lock ” 
bridge. Six bridges spanning Rocky River 
between the mouth of the river and Olm- 
stead, a distance of ten miles, have suc- 
cumbed to the floods. Among the six is the 
bridge at Westview, the joint property of 
Cuyahoga and Loraine Counties. Many of 
these bridges were among the best in the 
county, having spans all the way from 
sixty to 130 feet. Besides these al- 
ready enumerated, anywhere from a 
half-dozen to a dozen smaller structures, 
spanning creeks here and there through the 
county, have been carried away. The Glee- 
son, Bridge at Tinkers Creek was swept 
into a neighboring corn-field. The total 
bridge loss of the couuty, outside the city, 

will reach $100,000. 
: RAILROAD LOSSES. 

The huge iron trestle-work bridge of the 
Nickel-Plate at Willoughby also lost 
part of its trestle-work, but it already has 
been repaired, and trains are crossing it. The 
Cleveland. Columbus, Cincinnati & Indian- 
apolis suffered little outside of the city, but 
its bridge on the flats is badly damaged, so 
much so that it cannot be used. Outside the 
city trains are regulmr. They havea wire 
up only as far west as Litchfield. 

The New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio did 
not suffer a great deal, except in the city, 
and at the present writing has been able to 
get trains into the city, and to run on regu- 
lar time. 7 

The Cleveland & Pittsburg had numerous 
washouts, and had to stop traffic temporarily 
on account of inundated tracks, but the 
trains arrived from Pittsburg this morning. 

The Valley Road has three bridges washed 
out, one in the city and two out along the 
line, but where they are cannot be difinitly 
stated, as the wires are down. Trains from 
Akron via the Cleveland, Akron & Colum- 
bus are abandoned, and it will be several 
days before traffic is resumed. Washouts on 
all the roads are numerous, and the damage 
will be very heavy. 

SAVING THE LUMBER. 

A meeting of lumbermen, which was called 
by the Mayor for the purpose of taking some 
action toward securing all the lumber possi- 
ble and making a division of the same among 
the losers, was held at the Mayor’s office at 
11 o’clock this morning. Mayor Herrick 
ealled the meeting to order ard stated its ob- 
ject. The Mayor said he caused the river to 
be patrolled Sunday to prevent, if possible, 
the carrying off of the lumber, but it was al- 
most impossible, as the meu would represent 
themselves as being employed by some firm, 
and he thought it wise to call the lumbermen 

and organize, so that something defi- 
nit might be done. A numberof men were 
arrested, but no one claims the lumber 
that they have taken, and no warrants have 
been taken out against them, and one object 
of the meeting was to authorize some one or 
more persons to take the necessary steps to 
secure the arrest of all parties caught unlaw- 
fully taking lumber from the river or lake. 
Resolutions were adopted providing that a 
committee of five be appointed to report a 
plan for an equitable division of all lumber 
saved from the flood among the losers, and 
also an equitable division of the expense of 
saving, and to report the name of a comniit- 
tee to take charge of the stock. 

EQUALIZING THE LOSSES. 

The committee suggested that all persons 
owning any of the lumber, etc., transfer all 
their interest in the same to said committee, 
as trustees, for them to save, recover, and 
dispose ofin such a manneras they deem 
best, all expenses pertaining to the same to 
be paid out of the proceeds of the sale of the 
lumber. All the balance is to be divided 
among the losers pro rata, as the loss of each 
loser appears to the committee, after a full 
investigation of the claims is made.

BODY RECOVERED. 

The body of Mamie Strapp, drowned Sat- 
urday last, was found this afternoon at a 
point about one and a half miles from the 
city, lodged in some bushes. After the wa- 
ters had receded they left the body stranded 
among the bush and when found it was 
inclosed in a thick coating of ice which it 
took several hours to thaw away so that it 
could be seen. Thef and in fact nearly 
all of the body, was bruised up very badly. 
A subscription is being raised to give the 
body decent burial, as her parents are very 


poor. 
SUFFERING POOR. 

In the lower part of the city, where the 
waters flooded over onto the lots of people, 
the suffering is most intense. Coal was 
washed away as easily as if it had been wood, 
and people whose lower floors were sub- 
merged were without fuel in the intense cold 
that followed after the storm. Many of them 
are very poor peopley who have no means 
saved with which to provide for such times 
of trouble as should come upon them. 

To provide for the necessities of these peo- 
ple the Akron Liedertafel has projected a 
grand concert and ball to secure funds for 
the purpose, which will take place on the 
evening of Feb. 16. ‘The total damage in the 
city will be from $100.000 to $200,000, and in

CENTRAL OHIO. 
THE RAGING SCIOTO. 

Col uuns, O., Feb. 5.—|Special.]—The 
water in the Scioto River began subsiding 
about 4o’clock this morning, and had fallen 
about two feet at 8 o’clock tonight. This 
morning the police found a number of fam- 


out food or fire, and a large number of the 
children sick with measles. Relief had to 
be extended by means of a boat, as wagons 
could not get near the houses because of 
floating ice. About fifty rescued persons 
were housed at the Franklinton’ school 
building. Mayor Peters had a conference 
with the members of the Council Committee 
on Poor during the afternoon, and arrange- 
ments were made to supply these unfortunate 
people with food and bedclothing tonight. 
AIDING THE SUFFERERS. 

It is believed that they will be able to re- 
turn to their houses by tomorrow. as the 
water has been going down all day. Part of 
the food was to be cooked in the city, and 
part in the school building. Assistance in 
this work was secured among the Sisters of 
the Good Shepherd and other people on the 
West Side, while a committee of benevolent 
ladies were actively engaged in the general 
work of getting the movement for relief 
into working order. The flood has 
proven somewhat disastrous to Sells 
Bros.’ menagerie, which occupies winter- 
quarters on ground that had once 
before been invaded by the water. Their 
buildings were raised about eighteen inches 
above what was supposed to be high-water 
mark, and yet there were over three feet of 
water in them yesterday. The icy coldness 
of the water was too much tor several ani- 
mals, including a camel, two zebus, or sa- 
cred cattle, one sable antelope, a white 
lama, a reindeer, and two badgers, which 
died from exposure. 

SHIVERING PACHYDERMS. 

Of the fifteen elephants ten were gotten out 
yesterday and removed to the ring barn above 
the railroad track, where fires have been 
kept burning to protect the pachyderms 
from the suffering and possible fatal effects 
that would be likely to follow standing in the 
chilling water for so many hours. The Sells 
Bros. estimate their loss at $50,000. 

Alum Creek tried hard not to be outdone 
by the neighboring streams, and took on a 
freshet of large dimensions. 

ICE-HOUSELS MELTING AWAY. 

Aside from general damage to farm lands, 
fences, etc., the large ice-houses of the Jaeger 
Company and Dr. Sheppard and their con- 
tents have been injured to the extent of 
many thousands of dollars. Chief-Engineer 
Gregory early this morning sent telegrams to 
many places along the public canals, inquir- 
ing into the amount of damage done to them. 

Mr. Gwynn, of Circleville, reported that 
the river was within four feet of running 
over the two-mile level. The waters were 
still rising at the rate of four inches per 
hour. He stated that the fact of the dam 
having been broken down at that point last 
year is the only thing that saved the two- 
mile level. 

Mr. Irwin, of Hamilton, telegraphed that 
the Miami was fifteen feet above the lowest 
low-water mark, and yet rising slowly, but 
no damage had yet been done to the canal at 


that point. 
ALONG THE CANAL. 

Mr. Tandon, Superintendent of the Miami 
& Erie Canal at Piqua, telegraphed this 
afternoon: “Canal is broken in several 
places. Bailey says there is a break at the 
Lewiston reservoir.“ A dispatch from Ak- 
ron to the Board of Public Works this even- 
ing states that the damage to the Ohio Canal 
will reach $25,000. Many of the mills, facto- 
ries, and coal-yards adjacent to the river 
were compelled to suspend operations today, 
their places being completely flooded and 
still under water. Much damage was done 
to machinery in the shops and mills along 
the river in this city, and at this writing the 
loss is estimated at $300,000. 

Trains ongthe different roads entering the 
city are running very regularly, considering 
the high water. The Indianapolis & Chicago 
trains on the Chicago Division of the Pan- 
Handle Road went out today over the Miami 
Division, via Xenia and Dayton. There is 
an extensive washout west of Urbana, which 
will interrupt through traffie for a time. 

GORGES IN THE MUSKINGUM. 

ZANESVILLE, O., Feb. 5.—[Special.]—The 
mild weather and slight rains of the last few 
days raised the Muskingum River three feet. 
The ice has been gorged to a hight of fifteen 
feet, three miles above the city, for several 
days. At 1o’clock yesterday the eight-inch 
ice between the dam and the gorge went out. 
The water raised two feet in half an hour. 
At 4 o’clock the gorge broke came 
down with a fearful speed, passing seven 
bri and adam without damage.

MEMORABLE FIOODS. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 5.—({Special.|— 
Indianapolis is slowly recovering from the 
effects of a flood that has been but twice ex- 
ceeded in extent and devastation in the his- 
tory of the State, uf which no information 
has reached Chicago, owing to the prostra- 
tion of telegraph wires, that prevented com- 
munication. As it is, only one or two wires 
are in working order, and these are blocked 
with business. The water in White River 
rose eighteen inches nigher than in the 
famons flood of 1875, and came within six 
inches of putting out the fires in the Water- 
Works furnaces, and shutting off the fire 
protection by reason of too much water. The 
flood reached its hight at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing, but the danger is not all passed yet.

through the President and Executive Coun- 
cil to your correspondent here that, though 
the storm has been unusually severe along 
the Union Pacific Road, it has been much 
less on the ranges which lie north. Cattle 
are in much better condition than they have 
been for many years at this season. So far 
as is learned from the ranges, the loss to the 
present time is very slight, the grass 
being good on the northern side of the hills. 
If the snow melts in a few days, as it now 
promises, the loss of cattle will be insigniti- 
cant. All trains on the Union Pacific are 
moving on time along the entire road. 

A GLOOMY OUTLOOK,

Tux County Board yesterday took the en- 
tirely unnecessary and illegal step of raising 
the pay of its Assistant Clerk 50 per cent and 
of some of the County Clerk’s subordinates 
B per cent.

Tue desperate attempts of the goldites to 
discredit the money of the country and to 
secure the discontinuance of the coinage of 
the silver dollar were defeated yesterday in 
the House Committee on Coinage. Bya vote 
of 6 to 2 the committee adopted a series of 
resolutions which when adopted by the 
House, as they certainly will be, will carry 
consternation into the camp of the Wall 
street goldbugs and give the New York Sec- 
retary of the Treasury food for reflection. 
The committee resolved that it is inexpedient 
to discontinue the coinage of silver under 
the existing law, and in reply to Secretary 
Folger’s plaintive whine about the in- 
sufficiency of vault-room in which to 
store the money Of tha people 
recommended an appropriation for 
the construction of additional vaults, to be 
located at such points in the Mississippi Val- 
ley as shall be determined by the Secretary 
of the Treasury. They also adopted a reso- 
lution providing that all coin now in the 
Treasury, excepting an amount not exceed- 
ing 25 per cent of the outstanding greenback 
circulation, and also excepting the money 
heid for the redemption of outstanding gold 
and silver certificates, should be at once used 
in “payment of outstanding interest-bearing 
obligations of the Government which are 
subject to call and payment. 
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REMOVING THE STATE CAPITAL TO CHI- 
CAG). 

The usual biennial discussion about the re- 
moval of the State Capital hag come up in 
Springfield. Chicago seems to be the focal 
point this time. This circumstance nat- 
urally brings native Chicago modesty to the 
front, and embarrasses the opinions which 
might otherwise be expressed freely in this 
city. It is easy to understand why the rural 
sentiment in the Legislature should yearn 
for a metropolitan season once every two 
years, andit would be unbecoming to Chi- 
cago to repel such an inclination. That is 
one view of thecase. On the other hand, Chi- 
cago cannot be expected to compete with 
Peoria, Bloomington, Decatur, and other am- 
bitious little cities in the State for the pos- 
session of the Capital. Chicago people can 
understand why there should be an agitation 
in favor of a removal from dismal Spring- 
field, but they cannot orgunize a lobby nor 
bring any special pressure to bear in favor of 
absorbing the seat of Government into this 
city, which has so many more important 
thingson hand all the time. If it is to the 
essential advantage of the State at large that 
its Capital should be removed to Chicago 
the interests of this city are certainly com- 
mon with those of the whole people of IIIi- 
nois, and it would be ungracious to put up 
the bars against members of the samé fam- 
ily. But Chicago sentiment must stop at that 
point. Chicago is passive. 

Probabiy the principal reason why the 
eyes of the representatives and of a good 
share of the Illinois people are turned to- 
wards Chicago just now is the knowledge 
that a magnificent building is nearly com- 
pleted here which would furnish ample 
quarters for the State Government for aiong 
time. Werefer to the new City-Hall, which 
has not yet been taken possession of by the 
City Government. It would be sufficient for 
the accommodation of the State Government 
for another generation at least. The city 
would be willing to abandon it for what it 
Has cost—a couple of millions of dollars— 
and it is a handsomer edifice than the State- 
House at Springfield. Cook County would 
undoubtedly consent to State occupation of 
the building upon the same terms the city has 
it, which is free of rent. Members of the 
Legislature and of the State Govern- 
ment would undoubtedly enjoy their official 
existence vastly more in this city than in 
Springfield or any of the smaller cites in the 
State. As between Springfield and any other 
city in the State beside Chicago the State 
Capital should now stay where itis for a 
number of reasons. But if the duties of 
State officers and legislators are to be made 
more attractive in Chicago than they are 
now, and if the removal of the Capital to this 
city shall have the effect of impressing upon 
the State at large the importance of Chi- 
cago’s future as affected by legislation, then

THE MEXICAN TREATY. 

The rather languid interest which the 
public has taken in the negotiations in Wash- 
ington for a reciprocity treaty with Mexico 
is likely to be very much quickened if the 
declaration of the New York Sun is true 
that the real purpose of these negotiations is 
to throw the railroad connections of the 
United States and Mexico into the hands of 
Jay Gould and Huntington. 

Gould and Huntington have obtained con- 
cessions for railroads in Mexico, but without 
subsidies. The competing lines now being 
built by Boston capitalists and the Palmer- 
Sullivan syndicate are constructed with the 
help of a contribution from the Mexican 
Government that averages about one-third 
of the cost. For the payment of these subsi- 
dies the Mexican Government has to rely 
upon the revenues from its duties upon the 
Imports from the United States. These are 
pledged for that purpose, and the destruction 
of the revenue is obviously a very neat way 
of destroying the subsidy. The reciprocity 
treaty. it it went into operation, would at 
once incapacitate Mexico from carrying out 
its agreement, and this, the Sun says, is the 
precise object for which the treaty is being 
urged. 

These Mexican subsidies are not payable 
in cash, but in revenue bonds; that is, as ex- 
Minister Bigelow explained some months 


ago in his article about the Mexican rail- 


roads, they are payable out of the proceeds 
of 4 to6 per cent of the maritime and frontier 
duties, and without interest. “The com- 
pany’s receipts. therefore,“ says Mr. Bigelow, 
**from these bonds must depend more or less 
upon the activity of the foreign commerce.“ 
Excluding the grants which have been de- 
clared forfeiteg, the Mexican Government is 
still liable for the payment as called for of 
subsidies to the amount of $90,000,000. As 
its revenues are on the average less than 
$20,000,000 a year, it is easy to see how pre- 
carious is its ability to keep its engagements. 
The loss of its American revenue would be 
fatal to the prospects of those who are de- 
pending ou the subsidies. 

The Mexican Central, the Boston road, and 
the Mexican National, the Palmer-Sullivan 
road, have built several hundreds of miles of 
tracks. Nothing, except possibly some grad- 
ing, has been done by the syndicate which is 
behind the road at the head of which is Gen. 
Grant, nor by the Huntington-Gould combi- 
nation. The Grant and Gould roads meet in 
the City of Mexico—that is, they wilt meet 
there when they are built. The time for 
their construction has just been extended by 
the Governinent, and, according to the state- 
ment of the Chief Engineer, who has recent- 
ly arrived in Washington from Mexico, the 
Government has offered them the same sub- 
sidies it has granted the other lines. But 
Gen, Grant is reported to be opposed for 
some unexplained reason to their accept- 

ce. ä 

f the purpose of the promoters of the pro- 
posed reciprocity treaty with Mexico is real- 
ly, as the Sun asserts, to cripple the sub- 
sidized roads and prepare them for degluti- 
tion by the Gould-Huntington anaconda, 
theirs is the most scandalous of all the recent 
attempts to use the National Government 
for private ends. Gen. Grant’s experience 
of Jay Gould’s methods dates as far back as 
Black Friday, and, as he is the most promi- 
nent pleader in Washington for the treaty, 
he owes it to himself and the country to con- 
vince himself by thoroukh inquiry that he 1s 
not unconsciously doing any dirty work. 
If Gould and Huntington can induce the 
President and the Senate to make a treaty 
that will bankrupt their Mexican railway ri- 
vais, and can procure from the House and the 
Senate the enactment of the bill throwing all 
the transcontinental traffic of the Southwest 
into their hands and giving them 50,000,000 
acres of lapsed land-grants, they will achieve 
a pretty good stroke of work for one short 
session. But the people——. 


The writs for the approaching general elec- 

tion for the Legislative Assembly of the 
Province of Ontario have been issued anda 
the polling-day has been set for the 27th 
inst. The issues between the Govern- 
ment and the Opposition or “Grits” have 
been made very clearly and sharply, and they 
may be summed up in the preservation of 
the territorial and legislative rights of the 
Province. The interests of the Province are 
endangered. The Government, which is Lib- 
eral, has been in power for ten years, and is 
very patriotic in its defense of local rights. 
The Opposition, on the other hand, would like 
to forfeit those rights and transfer everything 
back again to the jurisdiction of the Dominion 
Government at Ottawa. During the recent 
session they openly avowed themselves the 
enemies of the Province. They indorsed the 
Dominion Government’s repudiation of the 
boundary award, which would have ex- 
tended the limits of Ontario northward so as 
to have taken in some valuable pine lands 
and mineral deposits. They tried to defeat 
the practical workings of the Crooks Licens- 
ing act by restormg to municipalities the 
right to issue licenses. Another most im- 
Dortant issue is made against the Opposition 
upon their recognition of the right of the 
Dominion Government to disallow Provin- 
cial legislation concerning matters over 
which the British North America act gives 
the Provinee exclusive jurisdiction. In nu- 
merous other ways they have played into or 
sought to play into the hands of the Domin- 
ion Government, and to surrender the rights 
of the Province. 
The interests of the Province, therefore, 
are considered to be in danger, and the elec- 
tion is correspondingly important. How high 
the party excitement runs may be inferred 
from the following in the Toronto Globe, the 
Liberal organ: This is no ordinary con- 
flict. The issues are wide and far-reaching. 
They atfect our Provincial rights and our 
Provincial liberties, They are issues that in 
olden times and other climes would have been 
settled by the sword. But the sword is ex- 
changed for the ballot. Let every freeman 
use it.” This is strong language, and indi- 
cates that the danger threatening the Provy- 
ince is one of no common kind. 

It is not easy for au American to compre- 
hend all the issues involved in Canadian 
elections, but it is easy for him to see how 
they might be unnecessary, whatever they 
are. Itis within the power of Ontario to 
free itself from the treacherous schemes of 
the Opposition and to baffle all the eneroach- 
ments of the Dominion Government. That 
Province has nothing in common with Otta- 
wa, Montreal, or Quebec. Its people are 
different in speech, in habits, in manners, in 
methods of business. They are so near to us 
that they partake of our peculiarities. They 
are within hailing distance of New York, 
Ohio, Michigan, and Minnesota, A few 
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language, 

same liberality of thought, the same 
enterprising modes of conducting busi- 
ness, sym with us to a large 
extent politically, and many of them Re- 
publicans in reality, what would be more 
natural than for them to join us? If On- 
tario were one of the sovereign States of the 
Republic all her troubles would be ended 
and she would be exposed to no dangers 
from without, and the issues that used to be 
settled with the sword would not come up in 
her elections. As that is the ultimate des- 
tiny of Ontario, it would save time and 
trouble to precipitate the matter. Mean- 
while, though not clearly understanding all 
the mysteries of the forthcoming election, it 
is in order from this side of the boundary to 
wish confusion to the Opposition and success 
to the Liberals who are struggling to retain 
the freedom they have secured. How much 
greater would that freedom be if Ontario 
were one of the States and its people were 
their own sovereigns! 


36 NOT REDUCE THE 
ARIFF 


The intelligence from Washington all 
points to the probability that Congress will 
not and cannot before March 4 reach any 
agreement concerning a revision of the tariff. 
Such a result can be very clearly explained. 

The revenues of the Government are $100,- 
000,000 in excess of its wants, and taxation 
has thereby become needlesly oppressive. 
The cost of living consumes too much earn- 
ings of labor; and, when labor is interrupted, 
leaves the wage-workers stranded in poverty. 
When the country had imperatively de- 
manded a reduction of taxes, it was partially 
appeased by an assurance that the revenue 
should be reduced $100,000,000 a year; and 
that this reduction should be taken, $50,000,- 
000 from the internal revenue and $50,000,000 
from the revenue from the tariff, because 
from each source the Goverment derives 
about $200,000,000, 

This understanding, if not agreement, was 
considered by the survivors of the Repub- 
lican members of Congress as equitable and 
certainly a most advisable compliance with 
the expressed public opinion. It was not 
considered prudent for a Republican Con- 
gress to close its days without putting forth 
some serious efforts to make that light con- 
cession in the way of reduced taxation. 

Congress now finds itself unable to move 
one step In the direction of tariff-reduction. 
The members of neither House are free to 
act. The two Houses are swarming with the 
hired agents and the principals of the pro- 
tected” interests. 

The Government réceives from the tariff- 
taxation an annual revenue of $200,000,000; 
but the protected capitalists, on the goods 
they manufacture, collect from the people at 
least $800,000,000 a year. The imported duti- 
able goods which come in competition with 
the domestic goods are worth between 8400, 
000,000 and $500,000,000, and pay a duty of 
$200,000,000. The domestic competing goods 
amount to about four times as much, and pay 
a bonus or bounty tothe manufacturers of four 
times what the Government gets in revenne, 
or $800,000,000. Both collect their taxes from 
the consumers, who are the American peo- 
ple. For every dollar of tax the Govern- 
ment gets the manufacturers take four from 
the people in the shape of extra price for 
their goods and wares. ‘This extra $800,000,000 
is what they call “protection,” but what 
eynical folks call the “whack” of the priv- 
ileged classes. 

The protected individuals cheerfully con- 
cede the wisdom and necessity of reducing 
the Government revenue on imports $50,000,- 
000; each one is willing that the tax may be 
taken from any imported goods except the 
kina he makes. The woolen men have no 
objection to a reduction of duty on every- 
thing except woolen goods; the iron and 
steel men want the tax reduced on ore, pig, 
and everything else exc@pt iron and steel; 
and so on through a hundred other trades. 

Suppose the protected interests represent 
or employ 1,000,000 of men in this country, 
and the non-protected 10,000,000—which is 
about the proportion. To reduce the tariff/ 
$50,000,000 of the tax which goes to the Gov- 
ernment would reduce the tax collected for 
the protected classes $200,000,000. To repeal 
$50,000,000 of unnecessary revenue tax would 
have the effect, then, of repealing $250,000,000 
of the tax paid by the whole people on the 
necessary commodities of life and comfort. 
No one of the protected classes makes any 
objection provided that the reduction does 
not reach its particular interest. Thus the 
unmanufactured pine-lumber interest re- 
fuses to give up the small pittance of revenue 
which the Government derives from Canadian 
lumber because itwill relieve the prairie States 
alone of $10,000,000 of extra tax which is 
levied on the public in higher prices for lum- 
ber, shingles, and lath. The glass and earth- 
enware men are at Washington insisting that 
no part of the reduction of the tariff shall be 
made in their wares, but may be on every- 
thing else. The nailmakers want their tax 
of 50 per cent, and the silk-weavers their 60 
per cent, retained for their benefit; the shot- 
gun-makers want 100 per cent in place of 30; 
the woolen-men want their 80 per cent and 
no less; the cotton-manufacturers want the 
50 per cent continued for their special bene- 
fit: the soapmakers their 50 per cent: the 
lead and zinc men insist.on more subsidy in- 
stead of less; the castor-oil men say they 
can’t make matters move on less than 100 per 
cent tax on the unfortunates who take their 
medicine; the spool-thread men swear that 
they must contigue to be protected against 
the tailors and sewing-girls 50 to 80 per cent. 
And so on to the end of the chapter. 

All these interests and others, protected as 
they are almost to double the nominal value 
of the goods, demand that Congress shall 
not touch any of their particular part of the 
protective bounty, but that if the tariff be 
reduced it shall come from others. Fach 
subsidized interest is at Washington watch- 
ing over the bills to see that\’ whatever else 
be reduced, no reduction shall be made in 
its own share of the $800,000,000 taken from 
the people. Indeed, some ot the more rapa- 
cious of these special interests demand an 
increase of duty on their particular branches 
of the robbery in order that they may be able 
to charge still higher for their wares. 

How can Congress unite upon a reduction 
of $50,000,000 of tariff-revenue when to do so 
will involve the repeal of $200,000,000 of do- 
mestic protective plunder now collected as a 
bounty-tax for private and personal gain? 
So relentiess is the lobby that Senators and 
Representatiyes are personally bullied and 
threatened if they dare vote to reduce taxes. 

The 1,000,000 of protected people demand 
that they be authorized to contifiue collect- 
ing $800,000,000 annually from the other 10,- 
000,000 of unprotected families in the coun- 
try; and the objection to a reduction of taxes 
is that any reduction of tariff-duties involves 
a proportionate reduction of protected boun- 
ty-tax to those special interests. There 
seems to be no one in Congress to represent 
the 10,000,000 of families who are fleeced for 
the benefit of the 1,000,000 who shear them. 

With a Congress thus beset on all hands— 
with lusty “infants’’ crying on all sides for 
protection, and more protection—every at- 
tempt so far to prepare a bill to reduce the 
tariff $50,000,000 ends in an increase instead 
of a reduction of taxation.

Tue Committee on Agriculture of the 
Massachusetts Legislature is considering the 
expediency of offering a bounty for the de- 
struction of the English sparrow, having 
been moved thereto by the petitions of farm- 
ers throughout the State. It was shown to 
the satisfaction of the committee that the 
sparrow is causing tremendous damage to 
the crops, particularly to the apple, nearly 
one-half of which it destroyed last year; that 
it drives away the other birds which would 
destroy injurious insects and will not eat the 
insects itself; and that the bird increases 
with fearful rapidity. 

The arguments brought against the spar- 
row from the rural standpoint can be rein- 
forced from the municipal. In cities he is 
as great a pest as in the country. Before 
that sublime and philanthropic idiot who 
first introduced him into this country had 
let loose his stock in New York, which has 
since multiplied into millions and billions, 
nearly all of our citles were made pleasant 
with birds such as robins, swallows, biue- 
birds, wrens, orioles, and otbers, who can 
boast something of a song beyond a miserable, 
thin, squeaking chatter, who sought their 
food in the air instead of the streets, and 
who were content to live in the trees where 
they belong instead of in corniees and on 
porches where they build and breed by 
myriads, and when not engaged in build- 
ing and breeding spend their time in 
stealing, fighting, swearing, and bullying 
like so many street hoodiums., All 
the song-birds have been driven out of 
Chicago by*them. Not one is left. Scarcely 
a house has not been disfigured by them and 
made well-nigh untenable. It is apparently 
only a question of time how soon they will 
take possession of everything. If they were 
of any use some argument might be made in 
their behalf, but they are neither useful nor 
beautiful. On the other hand, they are the 
nastiest and most impudent, ugly, pugna- 
clous, persistent, animals in existence. 
Neither cat, dog, nor small boy can kill or 
catch one of them, and the only way to re- 
form the evil is fer the whole community to 
band together and rise against -them, offering 
such rewards as may stimulate scientists and 
inventors to compass methods for their de- 
struction. If this be not done they will soon 
swarm like Bishop Hatto’s rats, and the com- 
munity will share the Bishop’s fate.

His bill sets 
forth that the personal property and real 
estate of the company at Bridgeport are 
worth $3,000,000, and that it has a $50,000 
leaschold interest in some iron mines at 
Marauette, Mich. Up to last week he sup- 
posed the company was scivent and prosper- 
ous. A year ago he guaranteed a loan for 
$500,000 made by the Connecticut Mutual 
Life-Insurauce Company and secured by a 
mortgage on the Bridgeport property, which 
loan he will have to pay unless it is satisfied 
out of the company’s assets. Last No- 
vember the company borrowed $1,000,000 
to. pay for new construction mills and 
machinery, and secured the same by 
mortgage on the mills and real estate. 
Bonds running ten years and bearing 7 per 
cent interest were issued and may be declared 
due at any time by a majority of the holders 
if default is made in the interest. Mr. Stone 
holds $212,000 of these bonds. The company 
has on hand $1,500,000 worth of unmanu- 
factured material, besides ores and ma- 
chinery at Marquette. Mr. Stone alleges 
that the expenditures on construction ac- 
count were made on credit and beyond the 
capital of the company, and this, with the 
shrinkage in values, caused the fallure. He 
believes that if the company’s affairs afe 
properly managed it can pay all its debts 
and leave the stock intact. The pay-roll for 
January amounts to $150,000, distributed 
among 2,000 workmen. Mr. Stone asked an 
accounting and the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver to save the assets and take charge of 
all the property, and Judge Blodgett ap- 
pointed Addison L. Griffin, Vice-President 
of the company, Receiver under a bond for 
$100,000.

CHILI AND PERU. 
BOLIVIA—SIGNIFICANT 
PROCLAMATION BY MONTERO. 

Lima, Jan. 13.—The intelligence transmit- 
ted to the Herald regarding the rupture of 
the proposed conference between Bolivia and 
Chili and the determination of the first- 
named Republic to maintain intact her treaty 
of alllance with Peru is amply confirmed by 
the proclamation issued by Vice-President 
Montero at Arequipa, late in Deeember last, 
after his retarn from the visit to the Bolivian 
Capital. As the proclamation referred to 
contains some important declarations I in- 
sert a translation: 

FELLOW COUNTRYMEN: My stay in Bolivia was 
not prolonged. But I had ampietime to be con- 
vinced of the durability of the alliance, and 
entertain even greater expectations of the im- 
portant benefits to arise for two couutries 
from their intimate union. Our defensive ma- 
terial of war has been shattered by our re- 
verses in battle, but the spirit of Bolivia and 
Peru is as vigorous as ever. We fought togeth- 
er for iudependence, together we have battied 
to maintain it, and eves when misfortune seeks 


to overwhelm us that same spirit is conspicuous 
in its determination to preserve our liberties.

IMMIGRATION. 
STATISTICS OF THE YEAL. 

New York, Feb. 5.—[Special.|—The Com- 
missioners of Emigration today sent their re- 
port for 1888 to the Legislature. This docu- 
ment states that the total number of immi- 
grants landed here during the year was 520,- 
355, of whom 476,068 were aliens. Of these, 
106,824, or 3014 per cent of the whole number, 
gave their destination as New York. Many 
of these remained only a short time here. 
During the year 21,341 meals were furnished 
to destitute immigrants at Castle 
Garden, and °$13,194.25 were paid out 
to send immigrants to their 
destinations. The number of immigrants re- 
turned to their homes in Europe was 1,410. 
During two months of the year 160,000 linm!- 
grants landed at Castle Garden. It became 
necessary for the Commissioners to advance 
money from their private means, and also to 
accept aid from benevolent soeieties in order 
to meet the expenses, for which the Legisla- 
ture had made no provision. Stands, express 
companies, and railway companies doing 
business in the garden had been compelled 
to pay rents, and the keepers of the 
immigrant boarding- houses had been 
taxed. From these soures a revenue 
of $10,500 was obtained. The Commissioners 
suggested that the immigrant laws be modi- 
fied. They state that, instead of voluutarily 
burdening itself with the care of the sick and 
destitute immigrants for a period of five 
years after landing, as the State now does, it 
should limit the time to one year. The most 
valuable immigrants merely pass through 
New York, while the useless persons remain 
here. During the last year there has been 
an increase in immigration from Scandi- 
navia, Germany, and also Italy. ‘The vast ma- 
jority of the immigrants last year were young, 
healthy, and vigorous. 


CONSOLIDATION. 
ORGANIZATION OF A NEW ROAD. 

New York, Feb. 5.— [Special. — By a vote 
of the stockholders, the Buffalo, New York 
& Philadelphia, the Olean & Salamanca, the 
Buffalo, Pittsburg & Western, and the Oil 
City & Chicago Railroads were today con- 
solidated under the general name of the Buf- 
falo, New York & Philadelphia Railroad. 
The capital stock will be equal to that of the 
four companies. The holders of the com- 
mon and preferred stock of the Buflalo, New 
York & Philadelphia and Olean & Sala- 
manea will receive 20 per cent additional 
stock in kind, payable out of stock 
now in the ‘Treasury of the Buffalo. 
Pittsburg & Western. The stockholders 
of the Buffalo, Pittsburg & Western 
and of the Oil City & Chicagv, other than the 
Buffalo, Pittsburg & Western, will receive 
share for share. The Buffalo, Pittsburg & 
Western will receive share for share for all 
the stock of the Oil City & Chicago remain- 
ing in its treasury, after deducting the 20 ver 
cent to be paid to the stockholders of the 
Buffalo, New York & Philadelphia and the 
Olean & Salamanca. The consolidation of 
the roads forms a system of 718 miles, run- 
ning from Buffalo to Rochester and O11 City, 
Its main business will be iu oil, lumber, and 
coal, and it will also carry grain in connec- 
uon with the Pennsylvania Road. 


EXPRESS FRANCHISES. 
EXPLANATION OF AN OFFICIAL. 

New York, Feb. 5.—[Special.|—The Chi- 
cago agent of the United States Express 
Company was one ofthe corporators of the 
new Western Union Telegraph Company, 
which it has been proposed to estab- 
lish in IIIInols. In regard to the 
published statement that the agent 
had been forced to § abandon the 
new scheme because it had been found that 
the express cOmpany.had not been incor- 
porated in Lilinois, Thomas C. Platt, Presi- 
dent of the company, said today: The ex- 
press company has never been incorporated 
in illinois or anywhere else. It is a joint 
stock company, a partnership concern, as 
most of the express companies are. When I 
heard that our Chicago agent was one of the 
corporators of the new Western Union Tele- 
graph, I sent word to him that he would 
have to give the scheme up. The report that 
done because our own com- 
any had uot been incorporated in 
liinois was probably a retaliatory 
measure on the part of the Western Union. 
Any one who wishes to start an express 
business in Illinois is free to do so, but if he 
uses our name he will have to stand the con- 
He would have a hard time of 
it anyway, for the express business is 
done very cheaply, and, moreover, our con- 
tracts with the railroad companies have been 
made as exclusive as it is possible to make 
them. Mr. Gould and Mr. Vanderbilt might 
start express companies, but no one not 
largely interested in railroads could ever 
hope for success. It is somewhat different, 1 
suppose, with telegraph companies.”’ 


A BROKER’S WASHING. 
SUED BY HIS LAUNDRESS. 

New York, Feb. 3.— [Special. Mr. Ro- 
nald Thomas, a broker of this city and a 
member of the Union Club, appeared in the 
Superior Court today as defendant in a suit 
brought by Elizabeth Bailey to recover $789, 
the amount alleged to be due herfrom Mr. 
Thomas for washing. She alleges that she 
did Mr. Thomas’ washing from 1868 to 1881. 
Under her agreement with him she was en- 
titled to $1,746 at the rate of $1 for a dozen 
pieces. She had never deen able 
to collect more than $957 on account. 
Mr. Thomas in his answer denied that he 
owed Mrs. Bailey anything. Mrs. Bailey, in 
an affidavit used in the case, reasserted the 
validity of her claim. She declared that 
from the ürst Mr. ‘Thomas never was out of 
her debt. Ile excused himseif for not paying 
more promptly by saying that he was about 
to marry, and that he had to spend so much 
money for presents and for other matters 
that he could not pay his bill for washing. 
He did marry, but he did not alter nor pay 
his bill any more promptly. At last Mrs. 
Bailey insisted that the bill must be settled. 
and gave him an itemized statement 

ALLEGED EXCESSIVE CHARGES. 

He complained that the amount claimed by 
her was too much, and said that he would 
not mind if the amount were $75 or $100. 
She also explained that she would not have 
trusted him so long except from the fact that 
she had washed for his mother, who was a 
very rich woman, and who assured her that 
her son would certainly pay his bill for 
washing.

as. Mr. Thomas testified that this 
woman did his washing for thirteen years. 
He kept no record of the things that he sent 
or of the sums of money that he paid to her.

SWINDLING THE DIAMOND+eMERCHANTS. 

New York, Feb. 5.— [Special. — For some 
mouths past great excitement has prevailed 
in the diamond tradein this city, owing to 
the discovery of wholesale fraudson dealers, 
who have been victimized to the extent of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. Detec- 
tives have been long engaged in endéavoring 
to ferret out the frauds, and it is confidently 
asserted that within the next forty-eight 
hours important arrests will be made, The 
experts who have so successfully imposed 
on thé trade used tor the purpose 
of deception a simple but clever proc- 
ess of coloring inferior diamonds 80 
that they looked exactly like first water 
gems. Detective J. A. Britton, a deputy of 
Anthony Comstock, who has been working 
the case up, says: About five months ago a 
gentiemanly, well-dressed man, with a sin- 
gularly agreeable manner, entered the office 
of a prominent firm of diamond brokers and 
represented himselt as the agent of a 
large house 4n Paris. He had some fine 
gems; would the firm have the complaisance 
to examine them? The firm did so, and 
bought $10,000 worth of the stones. Upon 
another occasion they purchased a yet 
larger amount, and six weeks ago 

urchased of the pleasant geutleman from 

*aris a third lot, lor which they paid £5,000, 
or $25,000, 

STARTLING DISCLOSURES. 

The last package they did not examine 
with the care bestowed upon the others, for 
they had perfect confidence in the judg- 
ment and integrity of the man from 
France. lu a short time, however, 
the customers who had bought diamonds of 
the third purchase returned them to the 
firm, declaring that, instead of blue-white 

ems, they were of the green-yellow variety. 

‘he wholesale merchants were astonished 
beyond measure; butupon applying a simple 
test they found that the diamonds for which 
they had paid £5,000 were worth perhaps 
one-fifth of that amount. Before setting, the 
stones were washed and the paint came off, 
staining the water a deep red. Further in- 
vestigation showed that the gentleman from 
Paris had no connection with the firm he 
represented, and that his credentials were 
forged. ,

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DOWN TO DEATH. 


A Passenger Train Goes Down 
with a Bridge Near Ischua, 
New York. 


} 
Two Persons Killed Outright and 


Several Cars and Engines 
Wrecked. 


Three Men Killed by a Railway Collision 
Near Sidney, 0.—Meagre De- 
tails. 


Four Lives Lost by Other Collisions in Ohio— 
Four Persons Burned to Death 
by Oil. 


A Train Precipitated Through a Bridge, 
and Twe Persons Allied. 

Burr allo. N. T., Feb. 5.—(Special.)—At 
about half-past 6 o’clock this morning pas- 
senger-train No. 5 on the Buffalo, New York 
& Philadelphia Railroad broke through a 
bridge over Ischua Creek, ten miles west of 
Olean. The engine and two coaches were 
precipitated into the stream. The engineer, 
Sidney Hail, and the fireman, Albert Briggs, 
both living in Buffalo, were killed. Conduc- 
tor Love, who was on the rear coach at the 
time, was thought at first to be seriously in- 
jured, but later reports state that his injuries 
are slight. Only four passengers were on 
the train. One of them, Mr. Pierce, 
a commercial man from near Geneva, 
had an arm broken. Others received only 
slight injuries. The immediate cause of the 
accident is not yet ascertained. An inter- 
view with Division Superintendent Gardner 
reveais the facts substantially as follows: 
The bridge consisted of one span 130 feet in 
length, and was constructed of part wood 
and partiron. Ordinarily the under side of 
the bridge was about seven feet from the 
surface of the creek. The coaches must 
have fallen about twelve or fourteen 
feet. The late storms and rains had 
caused an immense volume of water 
to come down the creek, and the 
ice had probably weakened the bridge by 
knocking out a part of the abutments at the 
southeast corner. Itis almost certain that 
the bridge had not been washed away before 
the accident, as the engineer and fireman 
were both very watchful, and would have 
seen anything unusual in the appearance of 
the track. Mr. Hall, the dead engineer, 
began his connection with the road ten, years 
uno, and has been regarded as one of the 
most trusty of the company’s engineers. It 
is evident that he died by drowning, as his 
hands were clenched and his face wore a 
look of despair when his body was recovy- 
ered. His age was about gr. He lived at No. 
180 Howard street, and leaves a family con- 
sisting of a wife and six children. . 
Briggs, the fireman, has been enga with 
the Buffalo, New York & Philadelphia Com- 
pony about five years. He was probably 
tilled by some partof the wreck striking him. 
His body and face were found bruis He 
was about 30 years of age. He leaves a wife 
but no children, His home was at the cor- 
ner of Seneca and Dole streets. The bodies 
were brought into the city at 10:30 tonight. 
The total loss to the railroad company will 
not exceed $10,000. 


Three Persons Killed in a Rall var 
Collision Near Sidmey 0. 
CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 5.—(Special.]—A 
special from Sidney says: Another fatal 
railroad accident is added to the already 
long list of casualties of late. This time it 
was a collision this afternoon on the Dayton 


& Michigan Railway four miles south of this 
place between a special express, started 
trom Limaon the schedule time of No. 25, 
going south, and a north-bound freight. The 
express was going at the rate of thirty miles 
an hour and the freight was coming down- 
rade, and they collided on ashort curve. 
‘The engineer of the express, John Mi- 
ler, was killed outright. his body 
being severed above the hips and his head 
taken off. His home is in Cincinnati. 
has a wife and family, and was one of the 
oldest engineers on the road. His fireman, 
James Howard, saved himself by jumping, 
receiving only a heavy scalp wound anda 
severe shaking up. he engineer of the 
freight, Clarence Truman, was also killed 
outright. His home wasin Lima. He was 
unmarried, and two years ago, with his re- 
man, Patrick Voolan, of this. place, ran the 
switchine-engine here. Doolan 8 
with slight bruises by jumping also. 
Frank Wheeler, the baggageman, 
was also killed outright. le leaves 
a wife and five children. Frank Thierneld, 
ot Anna, who was in the baggage-car at the 
time, received a bruise on the nose. His col- 
lar-bone was dislocated and left hand badly 
scaided. Otherwise he escaped with only a 
severe shaking. Strange as it may seem, 
none others were injured. The two engines 
are in a shapeless mass of ruin. The bag- 
gage-car is utterly crushed, while the 
smoker, which contained eight persons, was 
stove-in at one end, and the passenger-coach 
following did not receive a scratch. ‘The 
cause of the accident appears to rest 
with the engineer and conductor of the 
freicht-train on account of a washout. No. 
25, regular from Toledo, was one hour and 
twenty minutes late, and this special, which 
started from Lima on the regular No. 25 
time, seems to have been forgotten by those 
in charge of the freight, who received their 
last instructions at Piqua, twelve miles south 
of here, and they pulled out thinking toavoid 
the late No. 25 only. It is impossible at pres- 
ent to ascertain just where the blame lies. 
‘The three bodies were brought here, and the 
Coroner will hold an inquest tomorrow.

century. The military followed, flanking 
and covering the chariot of the King, drawn 
by six black stallions, each handled by a 
groom. * 

THE KING AND LORD BALTIMORE. 


The chariot bore the King in the dress of a 


General-in-Chief as worn by European po- 


tentates. It consisted of white pants with 


broad gold stripes, black velvet coat 
heavily laced with gold on collar and 
back, crimson cuffs embroidered in gold, 
golden epaulets. A sword with jeweled hilt 
chased with gold, a sash, and chapeau com- 
pleted the royal costume. Upon his breast 
the King wore numerous decorations of va- 
rious orders of the Old World. 

His Royal Highness Lord Baltimore, who 
rode with the King, was magnificently at- 
tired. His colors (orange and black) were 
those of his ancestor, the original 
Lord Baltimore. He wore a jacket 
ol black velvet richly ornamented with 
gold embroideries and with slashed sleeves, 
white and black, the jacket being worn over 
afrilled shirt and satin vest. His trunks 
were of black and orange silk, his hose of 
black silk, and his cap of orange velvet, with 
plume and wigret. -A decorative baldric sus- 
tained a handsome sword, and splendid 
decorations sparkled on the breast of tris coat. 

Then came ten carriages containing the 
Ministers of the Ku and the courtiers. In 
each carriage were members of the royal 
host. The cortége was closed by a battery of 
the Royal Washington military, commanded 
by Lieut. Thomas Hyman. 

THE GOLDEN KEY~THE CASTLE. 

Arriving at the city-hall, Mayor Behan 
made a welcoming speech, and at his com- 
mand his little daughter, about 5 yeurs old, 
tastefully attired, knelt, amd on a velvet 
cushion presented the golden key to 
gates ofthe city. His Majesty goign 
cepted the trust and confided it to his 
Marshal. 

Ilis Majesty then reéntered his carriage, 
and the column moved down to his castle, 
San Carlos, which he eutered, while. the 
column of parade was disbanded. The ladies’ 
ordin&ry had been converted by Lord Rivers, 
keeper of the Castle San Carlos, intoa magni- 
ficent chamber, where a throne was erected 
for the royal guest. The chairs of state were 
covered with ermine and canopied with 
black and orange curtains surmounted by 
the royal crown and coat of arms. To 
this- sumptuous hall entered the 
and lord Baltimore, the . ministers, 
courtiers; and guards, preceded by 
a band ot music. The King 
seated himself in the chair of State and Lord 
Baltimore stood at his right hand. The 
courtiers and peers of the realm ranged 
themselves in a semicircle about the throne. 
Beyond the space inclosed by these ranks 
were many ladies and gentlemen, spectators 
of the ceremonies, which then took place. 
His Grace Bradish Johnson, Duke of Wood- 
land, made a welcoming address, which was 
responded to by the Lord High Chamberlain 
Bathurst. 

Hundreds of visitors were presented to his 
Majesty, and it was nearly dark before the 
reception was at an end.

LOUIS HEROLD. 


Account of His Alleged Misdoings at 
Peoria, III., Mis Fiight to Canada, and 
His Extradition. 

Prorga, III., Feb. 5.—[Special.}—Louis Herold 
was for three years, and up to last May, the con- 
fidential clerk and bookkeeper of P. J. Boylan, 
a commission firm of this city. A short time 
before a warrant was issued for his arrest the 
firm, having some reason to doubt his honesty, 
calied in the services of R. 8. Martin, an expert 
accountant. Herold at that time was far be- 
bind (nearly a year) both on his ledger posting 
and journaiizing. One morning, while the books 
of the firm were undergoing the scrutiny of the 
expert, Herold sent a message that be was un- 
able to appear on account of sickness. Enough 
having been developed by this time to show 
“ crookedness.”” and the plea of sickness being 
evidently a feigned one, as he was seen on the 
street in apparently good health, the firm had a 
warrant issued for his arrest on the charge of 
larceny to the amount of $3,000. Herold ap- 
peared before a magistrate and gave bonds for 
his appearance in the sum of 61.000. He 
threatened at this time to get even with the firm 
by giving an account of some alleged crooked 
transactions in which it had been engaged. 
but made no revelations. He even went 80 far, 
it is asserted as a matter of positive certainty, 
as to have warrants drawn up against the Boy- 
lans, which, however, were never served, and 
are still in the possession of Herold or his 
friends. At that time it was asserted and be- 
lieved that young Herold had lost the money in 
bucket-shop transactions. This was denied by 
the firm with whom it was alleged he had the 
transactions. The Boylans persistently refused 
to furnish any information, and the whole mat- 
ter was involved in considerable mystery. In 
the meantime Mr. Martin nad called in an as- 
sistant, and the investigation of the books was 
proceeded with as fast as possibie. This report, 
which was submitted to the grand jury the follow- 
ing October, showed that innumerabie checks and 
drafts had been raised by Herold, usually for 
small amounts. For e iustance, ne would take a 
check or draft for $300 and raise it to $350. The 
roport also showed that this system of pilfering

checks and draftstraced up 
hands of the authorities showed that $1,000 had 
been appropriated by hbini, although the fuil 
amount must dave been greatiy in excess of 
that sum.

But Herold’s time for dis- 
appearing had now come, and when the officers 
went to arrest dim the bird badflown. His 
whereabouts were for some time a mystery, but 
officers early in December or late in November 
succeeded in locating him in Hamilton, 
Out., since which time he has been 
secretly “shadowed” by a detective. It bas 
been stated that Herold has been secretly fur- 
*nished with funds since his arrival ip Canada by 
a prominent grain and commission man of this 
city, and it is certain that be bas promised to 
make sensational developments on his arrival 
in Peoria. Measures for bis extradition have 
been in for some time, and Saturday a 
Peoria officer started from Hamilton with the 
prisoner en route to the scene of his guilt. 
Herold, up to the time of his prelimivary arrest, 
bad been a very pular young man, although 
latteriy bis associations had been confined too 
exclusively to the gambling fraternity to give 
satisfaction to his friends. Among the more 
distressing features of the affair is the fact that 
Herold, was married about a year ago to a re- 
fined and handsome young lady of this city, the 
two being devotedly attached to each other, and 
a child has been born to the couple since he fled 
from home. Herold's age is about 22 years. 
Louis Herold arrived bere tonight from Ham- 
Mton, Ontario, a charge of an officer. He was 
interviewed, Hut so far refuses to suy anything.

the Week at the Other Theatres. 


Modjeska at MicVicker’s, 

Since her last appearance in Chicago Mme. 
Modjeska has improved greatly in many re- 
spects, and in none more so than In her 
command of the English tongue, That she 
will ever master it is hardly to be expected, 
but she has 80 tar succeeded that the for- 
eign flavor, which her speaking will always 
retain, but adds a pleasant and piquant grace 
to a very charming enunciation and accent. 
In appearing as Rosalind as she did at Me- 
Vieker's Theatre last evening, in presence of 
a well filled and delighted house, Mme. Mod- 
jeska challenged criticism in one of the 
most difficult of all Shakspearean roles, one 
which taxes the performer to the utmost of 
her power, and requires a delicacy of fin- 
ish and airy lightness of touch which 
very few can bring to its inter- 
pretation. That Mme. Modjeska is one of 
these exceptional artists few who witnessed 
her performance last evening will be dis- 
posed to deny. To the embodiment of a pe- 
culiarly delicate and just conception of the 
character the charming Polish comédienne 
brings the combined witcheries of shapeliness 
of figure, comeliness of face, admirable elo- 
cution, an exquisit perception of subtle veins 
of fancy, a fine sense of humor and pathos, 
a makeup and costume of ideal and 
appropriate loveliness, and a flowing 
graciousness of manner and move- 
ment that invests the whole 
describable sweetness and grace, From 
first to last she presents a picture full of 
warmth and color and subtle cross-play of 
light and shadow satisfying alike to ear and 
eye; one with which the memory loves to 
charge itself and will cherish for future 
reminiscinitive study and pleasure, Where 
the general outlines are so uniformly round- 
ed and pleasant it is hardly necessary to 
dwell much on details. These are of a kind 
that will recur from time to time to the minds 
of those who saw her long after the first 
large impression has spent its force, but one 
or two points out of the many that crowd 
upon the memory may bear a passing 
reference before the ungracious task of 
pointing out the defects ig entered 
upon. Her delivery of “Sir, you have 
wrecked and overthrown more than your 
enemies,“ and, indeed, her whole demeanor 
in this scene, were very winnmg in their in- 
termingled and struggling coyness and awak- 
ening love; her recitation of the galloping, 
ambling, and sleeping exercises of time; her 
thank God I’m not a woman,” with the 
accompanying affectation of manliness; her 
description of the lover, and particularly her 
reference to Orlando’s want of beard, and 
her exhibition of maidenly weakness at sight 
of the bloodstained handkerchief, against 
which she vainly struggles with & pitiful at- 
tempt at acquitting herself like a man—all 
touch the extreme hight of refined comedy 
of the highest kind. But, apart from these 
details, it is her consistent and yet maldenly 
assumption of the man’s part; her gentle 
bravado and modest sauciness; her pertness 
that never offends; her advances always 
kept in check by her fine womanly 
instinets—in short, her entire acting 
in the forest of Arden, that most favorably 
impress the spectator, and will occupy the 
chief place in his memory. It once or twice 
she falls short of the high standard thus ad- 
mirably sustained threughout,the failures 
are not of a kind whieh seriously detract 
from the beauty of the persenatton, and ad 
mit of easy removal. Perhaps her most not- 
able shortcoming wasin the tameness with 
which she delivered the magnificently spir- 
ited passage in defense of herfather. “Trea- 
son is not inherited, my Lord,” and “I am 
no traitor,” have been given with infinitly 
more effect by actresses who have not a tithe 
of Mme. Modjeska’s talents and none at ail 
of her genius, It is doubtful, too, if her 
hugging of, Orlando’s verses to her 
breast, as if the paper were an infant, 
is not overdone. jut, after all, these 
and sundry other littie things to which ex- 
ception might be taken, hardly affect her 
Rosalind as a whole, and after acknowledg- 
ing the radiant purity of the stone it seems 
ungr@@ious to pick flaws in the setting. 
Happily for the general success of the per- 
formance, Mme. Modjeska was excellently 
supported both by her company and the man- 
agement. Seldom has the superb cypicism 
of Jacques found nobler expression than in 
Mr. Frank Clements’ classically-rounded 
elocution, though as an interpreter of the 
character he rather failed through lack of 
acerbity and crustiness. In Mr. Maurice 
Barrymore Orlando finds a vigorous and 
attractive exponent, and if only he ‘culti- 
vated repose and were less persistent in 
his efforts to make the most of 
ever line and word, his rendering 
wouid leave littie to be. desired.

IMMIGRATION. 
STATISTICS OF THE YEAR. 

New York, Feb. 5.—[{Special.|—The Com- 
missioners of Emigration today sent their re- 
port for 1888 to the Legislature. This docu- 
ment states that the total number of immi- 
grants landed here during the year was 520,- 
355, of whom 476,008 were aliens. Of these, 
166,824, or 36'¢ per cent of the whole number, 
gave their destination as New York. Many 
of these remained only a short time here. 
During the year 21,341 meals were furnished 
to destitute immigrants at Castle 
Garden, and °*$13,194.23 were paid out 
to send immigrants to their 
destinations. The number of immigrants te- 
turned to their homes in Europe was 1,410. 
During two months of the year 160,000 linm!- 
grants landed at Castle Garden. It became 
necessary for the Commissioners to advance 
money from their private means, and also to 
accept aid from benevolent societies in order 
to meet the expenses, for which the Legisla- 
ture had made no provision. Stands, express 
companies, and railway companies doing 
business in the garden had been compelled 
to pay rents, and the keepers of the 
immigrant, boarding-houses had been 
taxed. From these sotrces a revenue 
of $10,500 was obtained, ‘The Commissioners 
suggested that the immigrant laws be modi- 
fied. They state that, instead of voluutarily 
burdening itself with the care of the sick and 
destitute immigrants for a period of five 
years after landing, as the State now does, it 
should limit the time to one year. The most 
valuable immigrants merely pass through 
New York, while the useless persons remain 
here. During the last year there has been 
an increase in immigration from Scandi- 
navia, Germany, and also Italy. The vast ma- 
jority of the immigrants last year were young, 
healthy, and viggrous. 
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CONSOLIDATION. 
ORGANIZATION OF A NEW ROAD. 

New York, Feb. 5.— [Special. — By a vote 
of the stockholders, the buffalo, New York 
& Philadelphia, the Olean & Salamanca, the 
Buffalo, Pittsburg & Western, and the Oil 
City & Chicago Railroads were today con- 
solidated under the general name of the Buf- 
falo, New York & Philadelphia Railroad. 
The capital stock will be equal to that of the 
four companies. The holders of the com- 
mon and preferred stock of the Buffalo, New 
York & Philadelphia and Olean & Sala- 
manea will receive 20 per cent additional 
stock in kind. payable out of stock 
now in the ‘Treasury of the Bufalo, 
Pittsburg & Western. The stockholders 
of the Buffalo, Pittsburg & Western 
and of the Oil City & Chicago, other than the 
Buffalo, Pittsburg & Western, will receive 
share for share. The Buffalo, Pittsburg & 
Western will receive share for share for all 
the stock of the Oil City & Chicago remain- 
ing in its treasury, after deducting the 20 ver 
cent to be paid to the stockholders of the 
Buifalo, New York & Philadelphia and the 
Olean & Salamanca. The consolidation of 
the roads forms a system of 718 miles, run- 
ning from Buffalo to Rochester and Oil City. 
Its main business will be in oil, lumber, and 
coal, and it will also carry grain io connec- 
uon with the Pennsylvania Road. 


EXPRESS FRANCHISES. 
EXPLANATION OF AN OFFICIAL. 

New York, Feb. 5.—[Special.|—The Chi- 
cago agent of the United States Express 
Company was one of the corporators of the 
new Western Union Telegraph Company, 
which it has been proposed to estab- 
lish in Llinois. In regard to the 
published statement that the agent 
had been forced to abandon the 
new scheme because it had been found that 
the express company,.had not been incor- 
porated in Lilinois, Thomas C. Platt, Presi- 
dent of the company, said today: The ex- 
press company has never been incorporated 
in Illinois or anywhere else. It is a joint 
stock company, a partnership concern, as 
most of the express companies are. When I 
heard that our Chicago agent was one of the 
corporators of the new Western Union Tele- 
graph, 1 sent word to him that he would 
have to give the scheme up. The report that 
this was done because our own com- 

any had not deen incorporated in 
llinois was probably a retaliatory 
measure on the part of the Western Union. 
Any one who wishes to start an express 
business in Illinois is free to do so, but if he 
nses our name he will have to stand the con- 
sequences. He would have a hard time of 
it anyway, for the express business is 
done very cheaply, and, moreover, our con- 
tracts with the railroad companies have been 
maie as exclusive as it is possible to make 
them. Mr. Gould and Mr. Vanderbilt might 
start express companies, but no one not 
largely interested in railroads could ever 
hope for success. It is somewhat different, I 
suppose, with telegraph companies.“ 


A BROKER’S WASHING. 
SUED BY HIS LAUNDRESS. 

New York, Feb. 3.— [Special. Mr. Ro- 
nald Thomas, a broker of this city and a 
member of the Union Club, appeared in the 
Superior Court today as defendant in a suit 
brought by Elizabeth Bailey to recover $789, 
the amount alleged to be due herfrom Mr. 
Thomas for washing. She alleges that she 
did Mr. Thomas’ washing from 18368 to 1881. 
Under her agreement with him she was en- 
titled to $1,746 at the rate of $1 for a dozen 
pieces. She had never been able 
to collect more than $97 on account. 
Mr. Thomas in his answer denied that he 
owed Mrs. Bailey anything. Mrs. Bailey, in 
an affidavit usedin the case, reasserted the 
validity of her claim. She declared that 
from the tirst Mr. Thomas never was out of 
her debt. lle excused himseif for not paying 
more promptly by saying that he was about 
to marry, and that he had to spend so much 
money tor presents and for other matters 
that he could not pay his bill for washing. 
Hie did marry, but he did not alter nor pay 
his bill any more promptly. At last Mrs. 
Bailey insisted that the bill must be settled. 
and gave him an itemized statement 

ALLEGED EXCESSIVE CHARGES. 

He complained that the amount claimed by 
her was too much, and said that he would 
not mind if the amount were 875 or $100. 
She also explained that she would not have 
trusted him so long except from the fact that 
she had washed for his mother, who was a 
very rich woman, and who assured her that 
her son would certainly pay his bill for 
washing.

SWINDLING THE DIAMONDseMERCHANTS. 

New York, Feb. 5.— [Special. — For some 
months past great excitement has prevailed 
in the diamond tradein this city, owing to 
the discovery of wholesale fraudson dealers, 
who have been victimized to the extent of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. Detec- 
tives have been long engaged in endéavoring 
to ferret out the frauds, and it is confidently 
asserted that within the next forty-eight 
hours important arrests will be made. The 
experts who have so successfully imposed 
on thé trade used for the purpose 
of deception a simple but clever proc- 
ess of coloring inferior diamonds 80 
that they looked exactly like first water 
gems. Detective J. A. Britton, a deputy of 
Anthony Comstock, who has been working 
the case up, says: About five months ago a 
gentiemanly, well-dressed man, with a sin- 
gularly agreeable manner, entered the office 
of a prominent firm of diamond brokers and 
represented himselt as the agent of a 
large house in Paris. He had some fine 
gems; would the firm have the complaisance 
to examine them? The firm did so, and 
bought $10,000 worth of the stones. Upon 
another occasion they purchased a yet 
larger amount, and six weeks ago 
purchased of the pleasant geutleman from 
Paris a third lot, lor which they paid £5,000, 
or $25,000 

STARTLING DISCLOSURES. 

The last package they did not examine 
with the care bestowed upon the others, for 
they had perfect confidence in the judg- 
ment and integrity oj the man from 
France. In a short time, however, 
the customers who had bought diamonds of 
the third purchase returned them to the 
firm, deciaring that, instead of blue-white 

ems, they were of the green-yellow variety. 

‘he wholesale merchants were astonisbed 
beyond measure; butupon applying a simple 
test they found that the diamonds for which 
they had paid £5,000 were worth perhaps 
one-fifth of that amount. Before setting, the 
stones were washed and the paint came off, 
staining the water a deep red. Further in- 
vestigation showed that the gentleman from 
Paris had no connection with the firm he 
represented, and that his credentials were 
forged. .

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DOWN To DEATH. 


A Passenger Train Goes Down 
with a Bridge Near Ischua, 
New Vork. 


Two Persons Killed Outright and 


Several Cars and Engines 
Wrecked. 


Three Men Killed by a Railway Collision 
Near Sidney, 0.—Meagre De- , 
tails. 


Four Lives Lost by Other Collisions in Ohio— 
Four Persons Burned to Death 
by Oil. 


A Train Precipitated Through a Bridge, 
and Twe Persons Milled. 

Burr Allo. N. Y., Feb. 5.—([Special.}-—At 
about half-past 6 o’clock this morning pas- 
senger-train No. 5 on the Buffalo, New York 
& Philadelphia Railroad broke through a 
bridge over Ischua Creek, ten miles west of 
Olean. The engine and two coaches were 
precipitated into the stream. The engineer, 
Sidney Hail, and the fireman, Albert Briggs, 
both living in Buffalo, were killed. Conduc- 
tor Love, who was on the rear coach at the 
time, was thought at first to be seriously in- 
jured, but later reports state that his injuries 
are slight. Only four passengers were on 
the train. One of them, Mr. Pierce, 
& commercial man from near Geneva, 
had an arm broken. Others received only 
slight injuries. The immediate cause of the 
accident is not yet ascertained. An inter- 
view with Division Superintendent Gardner 
reveals the facts substantially as follows: 
The bridge cousisted of one span 130 feet in 
length, and was constructed of part wood 
and partiron. Ordinarily the under side of 
the bridge was about seven feet from the 
surface of the creek. The coaches must 
have fallen about twelve or fourteen 
feet. The late storms and rains had 
caused an immense volume of water 
to come down the creek, and the 
ice had probably weakened the bridge by 
knocking out a part of the abutments at the 
southeast corner. Itis almost certain that 
the bridge had not been washed away before 
the accident, as the engineer and fireman 
were both very watehful, and would have 
seen anyching unusualin the appearance of 
the track. Mr. Hall, the dead engineer, 
began his connection with the road ten, years 
ago, and has been regarded as one of the 
most trusty of the company’s engineers. It 
is evident that he died by drowning, as his 
hands were clenched and his face wore a 
look of despair when his body was recov- 
ered. His age was about 37. He livedat No. 
180 Howard street, and leaves a family con- 
sisting of a wife and six children. Mr. 
Briggs, the fireman, has been enga with 
the Buffalo, New York & Philadelphia Com- 
pany about five years. He was probably 
cilled by some part of the wreck striking him. 
His body and face were found bruised. He 
was about 30 years of age. He leaves a wife 
but no children, His home was at the cor- 
ner of Seneca and Doe streets. The bodies 
were broughtinto the city at 10:30 tonight. 
The total loss to the railroad company will 
not exceed $10,000. 


Three Persons Killed in a Railwar 
Collision Near Sidney 0. 
CLEVELAND, O., Feb. 5.—[Speeial.— 4A 
special from Sidney says: Another fatal 
railroad accident is added to the already 
long list of casualties of late. This time it 
was a collision this afternoon on the Dayton 


& Michigan Railway four miles south of this 
place between a special express, started 
trom Limaon the schedule time of No. 25, 
golng south, and a north-bound freight. The 
express was going at the rate of thirty miles 
an hourand the freight was coming down- 
pace. and they collided on ashort curve. 
The engineer of the express, John Mi- 
ler, was killed outright. his body 
being severed above the hips and his head 
taken off. His home is in Cincinnati. He 
has a wife and family, and was one of the 
oldest engineers on the road. His tireman, 
James Howard, saved himself by jumping, 
receiving only a heavy scalp wound anda 
severe shaking up. ‘The engineer of the 
freight, Clarence Traman, was also killed 
outright. His home wasin Lima. He was 
unmarried, and two years ago, with his ro- 
man, Patrick Voolan, of this place, ran the 
switching-engine here. Doolan esca 

with slight bruises by jumping also.. 
Frank Wheeler, the baggageman, 
was also killed outright. le leaves 
a wife and five children. Frank Thierneld, 
of Anna, who was in the baggage-car at the 
time, received a bruise on the nose. His col- 
lar-bone was dislocated and left hand badly 
scaided. Otherwise he escaped with only a 
severe shaking. Strange as it may seem, 
none others were injured. The two engines 
are in a shapeless mass of ruin. The bag- 
gage-car is utterly crushed, while the 
smoker, which contained eight persons, was 
stove-in at one end, and the passenger-coach 
following did not receive a scratch. The 
cause of the accident appears to rest 
with the engineer and conductor of the 
freight-train on account of a washout. No. 
25, regular from Toledo, was one hour and 
twenty minutes late, and this special, which 
started from Lima on the regular No. 8 
time, seems to have been forgotten by those 
in charge of the freight, who received their 
last instructions at Piqua, twelve miles south 
of here, and they pulled out thinking to avold 
the late No. B only. It is impossible at pres- 
ent to ascertain just where the blame lies. 
The three bodies were brought here, and the 
Coroner will hold an inquest tomorrow.” 


Four Deaths as a Mesult of Two Rin- 
road Accidents, 

Canton, O., Feb. 5.—A south-bound 
freight-train on the Valley Railroad was 
ditched last night in consequence of a wash- 
out culvert. The locomotive was overturned, 
killing Fireman John McAllister and fatally 
injuring Engineer Frank Ingersoll. Two 
hours previously a passenger-train safely 
passed the spot. 

Fremont, O., Feb. 5.—The Lake Shore 
Railroad bridge, weakened by the rush of 
ice against the abutments, went down with a 
freight-train. Conductor Isaac Parker and a 
brakeman were killed. 


Two Men, One Woman, aud One Child 
Burved to Death.

2 o0’clock this afternoon a 35,000-barrel tank 
belonging to the United Pipe Lines, con- 
taining 30,000 barrels of oil, on the Cooper 
tract, burst and was set fire to from the boil- 
ers at the pipe-line station.

New Onteans, Feb. 5.—{Special.)—At 
precisely 2 o’clock the steamer Ed Richard- 
son, the flagship of the royal squadron, ap- 
peared in front of the city. She was almost 
hidden with bunting, while from her bow 
floated the royal standard of green, violet, 
and yellow, and as she came in sight 
she was greeted by a storm of steam whistles 
from the hundred steam vessels in port, and 
the Royal Artillery on shore belched forth 
in rapid fire. ‘The Continental Guards, Capt. 
Thiel, and the Crescent Rifles, Capt. Allen, 
were drawn upin open order on the levee 
under command ot Gen. William Pierce, 
Chief of the Household Guards. The line 
of march was formed and the col- 
umn moved on to Canal street headed by the 
Household Guards mounted, and followed by 
a cavalcade of nobles and staff officers in the 
gay costumes of cavaliers of the sixteenth 
century. The military followed, flanking 
and covering the chariot of the King, drawn 
by six black stallions, each handled by a 


groom. ‘ 
THE KING AND LORD BALTIMORE. 

The chariot bore the King in the dress of a 
General-in-Chief as worn by European po- 
tentates. It consisted of white pants witlr 
broad gold stripes, black velvet coat 
heavily laced with gold on collar and 
back, crimson cuffs embroidered in gold, 
golden epaulets. A sword with jeweled hilt 
chased with gold, a sash, and chapeau com- 
pleted the royal costume. Upon his breast 
the King wore numerous decorations of va- 
rious orders of the Old World. 

His Royal Highness Lord Baltimore, who 
rode with the King, was magnificently at- 
tired. Hiscolors (orange and black) were 
those of his ancestor, the original 
Lord Baltimore. He wore a jacket 
of black velvet richly ornamented with 
gold embroideries and with slashed sleeves, 
white and black, the jacket being worn over 
afrilled shirt and satin vest. His trunks 
were of biack and orange silk, his hose of 
black silk, and his cap of orange velvet, with 
plume and wigret. -A decorative baldric sus- 
tained a handsome sword, and splendid 
decorations sparkled on the breast of tris coat. 

Then came ten carriages containing the 
Ministers of the King and the courtiers. In 
each carriage were members of the royal 
host. The cortége was closed by a battery of 
the Royal Washington military, commanded 
by Lieut. Thomas Hyman. 

THE GOLDEN KEY—THE CASTLE. 

Arriving at the city-hall, Mayor Behan 
made a welcomipg speech, and at his com- 
mand his little daughter, about 5 years old, 
tastefully attired, knelt, and on a velvet 
cushion presented the golden key to the 
gates ofthe city. His Majesty pg tay ac- 
cepted the trust and confided it to his Ea 
Marshal. 

His Majesty then reéntered his carriage, 
and the column moved down to his castle. 
San Carlos, which he eutered, while. the 
column of parade was disbanded. The ladies’ 
ordin&ry had been converted by Lord Rivers, 
keeper of the Castle San Carlos, intoa magni- 
ficent chamber, where a throne was e 
for the royal guest. The chairs of state were 
covered with ermine and canopied with 
black and orange curtains surmounted by 
the royal crown and coat of arms. To 
this sumptuous hall entered the King 
and Lord Baltimore, the . ministers, 
courtiers, and guards, preceded by 
a band ot music, The King 
seated himself in the chair of State and Lord 
Baltimore stood at his right hand. The 
courtiers and peers of the realm ranged 
themselves in a semicircle about the throne. 
Beyond the space inclosed by these ranks 
were many ladies and gentlemen, spectators 
of the ceremonies, which then took place. 
His Grace Bradish Johnson, Duke of Wood- 
land, made a welcoming address, which was 
responded to by the Lord High Chamberlain 
Bathurst. 

Hundreds of visitors were presented to his 
Majesty, and it was nearly dark before the 
reception was at an end. 

THE EVENING PARADE. 

After 2 — came the parade of the 
Krewe of Proteus, the fourth grand appear- 
ance of this mysterious society.

The tenth reveals to view a colossal ficure 
of Jupiter, qust unveiled by the artist before 
Francis I. The eleventh was a church sce 
portraying the marriage of Marie de Medic 
and Henry IV. Twelfth tomb of Rich- 
elieu. The thirteenth reptesents Louis XIV. 
in the act of a Cardinal. 
Car fourteen represents La Salle tak- 
ing possession of Louisiana in the 
name of France. “Fifteenth, the execution of 
Marie Antoinette. Six th, the coronation 
of the Empress Josepliine. Seventeenth, 
proteus illustrations of the wonderful history 
of France appropriately conclude with a 
representation of © Republic em- 
bodied in a statue of Liberty -six- 
teen feet high, on a -pedestal four 
feet, making the total hight twenty feet. 
The hgure is that of a woman in classic 
drapery, witha flag in one hand and shield 
in the other.

Account of His Alleged Misdoings at 
Peoria, III., Mis Fiight to Canada, and 
His Extradition. 

Por, III., Feb. 5.—[Special.}—Louis Herold 
was for three years, and up to last May, the con- 
fidential clerk and bookkeeper of P. J. Boylan, 
a commission firm of this city. A short time 
before a warrant was issued for his arrest the 
firm, having some reason to doubt his honesty, 
calied in the services of R. 8.

Edward Alien, whose opposition post-office 
has been referred to by Tue TRIBUNE several 
times, was arrested yesterday by Chief Inspect-

press called Allen's City Dispatch,’ for the

THE POISON BUSINESS, 

“A. J. Grover’s whole anxiety in the matter 
grew out of his desire to get hold of Mr. Rich- 
ardson’s money himself. He (Grover) wanted 
Richardson to lend him $4,000 on his note for 
five years, which Mr. Richardson was uowilling 
to do, and told me that he bad already let Grover 
have $5,000, which he was afraid he would lose. 
as he only held his note for it. 

“Influence of every nature was brought to bear 
on Richardson to get control of his money, 80 
he informed me;jbut Grover was the one who 
worked his spiritualistic friends for that purpose, 
and Richardson was annoyed night and day.

After the usual salutations the reporter bel- 
lowed into the phone. They say you're having 
a pretty tough time of it out there. 

“ Who says sor 

A reporter of an evening newspaper.” 

“ Well, I don't like to tneur the ill-will of a 
reporter, but the fellow whe told that got off a 
whopper. I'll bet none of you fellows on shore 
are having a better time than we are. We've 
gotall we want to eat, comparatively nothing 
to do, and life is gliding peacefuily by.” 

“How about the ice?’ . 

* There is some ice all around us, but it don't 
bother us much. Now and then we have to 
poke some of the accumulation away from the 
gates, but it don't amount to much.” 

“Is there any danger of the city suffering by 
reason of a fuilure in the supply?” 

“TI abould say for. No matter how much they 
drink, we'll be able to supply them. 

To what exteat is the ice solid between the 
crib and the shore?” 

“I don't know; but it is not yet soa person 
could walk ashore. When it is 60 I'll be ia to 
see you?”’ 

“HOW DO YOU PASS THE TIME OUT THERE ?”’ 

“In various ways. Besides the members of 
my family, there are three men who were sent 
out some time ago to assist mein keeping the 
gates clear of ice. They and I pass the time most 
agreeably in playing cards, smoking, reading, 
and bearing the women folks sing and play on 
the pianof 

“| suppose you have considerable wind at 
times about your place? 

I should say we had. But it doesn't bother us. 
It's music to us. and we were saying today that 
we didn't know how we could get along witbout 
it. The sound bas come to soothe us, andi the 
wind didn't blow I don't believe we coul eep 
as sound as we do.“ 

“Don't you miss the visits of the tugs?” 

“Ob, yes, somewhat: but they haven't come 
to us very regularly since the cold weather set 
in, and we don't mind their staying away so 
much now.“ 

* Don’t you banker to know what is going on 
ashore now and then?” 

Ves: we wonder if the town is still there, if 
the Presideut is alive, and once in a while we 
bet on certain events. There are several wagers 
which probably won't be settled until spring.” 

“Don’t you get all the news over this wire 
when you can't get the papers? 

“Oh, yes; we near the most important mat- 
ters going on, but you know it isn't very satis- 
factory.” 

“So you have enougimto eat and drink, have 
vou? 

“Yes indeed, and i'll bet there's many a poor 
devil wandering around Chicago in the cold who 
would envy us if he knew how comfortably we 
are situated. We've got enough provisions to 
last us until next spring, providing we get no 
more, and there isn’t much danger of our starv- 


ing yet awbile.” 

‘he Captain added that there was not the 
slightest cause for apprehension regarding the 
water supply no matter how cold the weather 
got, and intimated that any who endeavored to 
create alarm were simply people who had noth- 
foe else to talk about. 

The water-works people say the supply of 
water has been undiminished, and there is no 
danger of a sbortening of the supply. 

Both of Mr. Gilman's tugs that were given the 
winter contract by the city are in the river and 
are unable to get outside, but fortunately their 
services are not seriously needed at present, and 
it — matter whetber they get out before 
spring.

Concorp, N. H., Jan. 5.—[Spevialt.}—The ver- 
dict of the Coroner's jury which beld an inquest 
Sunday on the body of Mrs. Willard Ordway, of 
London, who was sbot and killed by ber 12-year- 
old stepson, Charies Ordway, Friday afternoon, 
was filed with the Clerk of the Court this noon, 
together with all the evidence tuken in the case. 
The tinding is that decdased came to her death 
from a gunshot wound made by the discharge 
of a gun iu the bands of Charles Ordway, 
and the jury does not exonerate him 
from blame. The youthful murderer is lodged 
in jail here. and will be taken before a magis- 
trate and fully committed to await the action of 
the grand jury in March on a charge of mur- 
der. Examination of the room where the deed 
was committed shows that the charge from the 
gun entered the door at the bottom, showing 
that the breech of the gun must have been held 
as high as the boys shoulder when it was dis- 
charged. He claims that he dropped a bullet or 
leaden slug into the gun. Nothing ot 
the kind can be found, and the of- 
fieers do not believe his story. He 
has made various contradictory statements, and 
the neighbors say he has frequently threatened 
to kill Dis stepmother, and bas been known to 
point a gun at her before. He is very cool and 
collected, and apparentiy does not realize the 
terrible position in which he is placed. He stil 
stoutly maintains that the killing was an acci- 


dent.

The Bucket-Shop Cases Suspended in 
Midair. 

The bucket-shop cases seem to bein a some- 
what peculiar position. An application was 
made some days aro by the Board of Trade and 
the telegraph companies to bave the cases re- 
moved to the Federal courts, and the necessary 
bonds were filed and approved. It was expect- 
ed, however, that there would be an argument 
yesterday before Judge Moran ou the question 
as to whether the cases could be removed or not.

other politicians, both of high and low degree, 
exercise no little proportion of their ingenuity 
in qpvering up traces of the money they obtain 
from the schemes which the remaioing portion 
of ingenuity contrives and devises during their 
term of office, Mr. Mamer, while he may not 
bend all bis energies toward the latter purpose, 
does not seem to care a fig who knows what 
emolument be receives, or where it comes from, 
or what his coustitueuts think of it, or of him.

Mamer, as 
nearty everybody knows, “represents” Jack 
Stephens in politics.

LEASE OF INDIAN TERRITORY LANDS, 

Linn Rock, Ark., Feb. 5.—[(Speciai.]—From 
a special received today at this piace from 
Cheyenne and Arrapahoe Aywency, Indlan Terri- 
tory, itis learned that Eastern capitalists and 
stock-men have leased from the Cheyenne and 


Arrapahoe Indians 500,000 acres of grass land 
from each, with the privilege of fencing the 
same and erecting the necessary ranch buiid- 
ings and improvements. The lease will have to 
be approved by the Secretary of the Interior 
before going into effect, but no difficulty is an- 
ticipated, as the Indians were unanimous in the 
matter, and itis expected that prompt action 
will be taken in the case, as it assuresa yeariy 
income fund of nearly $10 per capita for every 
mau, woman, and child on the reservation, and 
that out of a portion of it that yields nothing to- 
wards the support of the Indians.

Improvement of the Suez Canal. 

Panis, Jan. %—(London Standard. I— The 
Works Committee of the Suez Cana! at their 
sitting this morning, under the Presidency of M. 
Ferdinand de Lesseps, adopted unanimously the 
program of improvement works presented by 
the Board of Directors. The cost of these im- 
provements is not to exceed 23,000,000 francs, 
whieb the Board of Directors were authorized 
to lay Out upon them by the general ineeeting 
of shareholders heid in 1882. The execution of 
these works will extend over several years. The 
Works Committee recoguized that after the exe- 
cution of the !mproveiment now decided upon the 
canal will be capable of carrying double its pres- 
ent traflic— that is to say, 10,000,000 tone. Lastly, 
the committee gave expression to the opinion 
that, in dntivipation of the development of the 
traffic exceeding 10,000,000 tons per annum, 
Which represents receipts amounting to about 
100,000,000 francs, it would be advisabic to take 
into consideration the idea of the cutt paral- 
lel with tue existing canal, and acting asa 
double line of railway. The construction of this 
Parallel canal, which would provide in a definit 
manner for all the requirements of future, 
woulda necessitate negotiations in order to ob- 
tain, besides the foreseen compensation, the 
ground indispensabie for the cutting of the 
eventual parallel canal and for the enlargement 
of the towns and ports.

On some contract made with 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company a member 
ot the board has preferred a claim 
for $7,000, The company contests the 
the courts; the member demands 
that it must submit it to the decision of 
the Arbitration Committee of the board, and 
this committee sustains bis position, and on the 
retusal of the railroad company to submit to its 
decision it suspended its representatives from 
the privileges of the board.

At the end of 1581 the Chicago Board of 
Trade had Ln members, uéarly all grain and 
provision brokers, etc., for whose use and con- 
venience the board exists. For the mutual con- 
venience of tbese people as customers and the 
transportation and insurance vompanies; 
there are admitted agents of carriers and of 
jusurance companies, of which tne members of 
the Board of Trade are the largest patrons. 
Tn s, however, ja not the business of the board. 
Transportadon is not bought and sold there like 
wheat and pork—it is not traded in, but is 
bought only for consumption. Now of the 1,936 
members at the end of 1551 fifty-six represented 
cartieérs—namely: twenty were vessel agents, 
who charter veasels for their masters or owners 
for a commission; fifteen were represeatatives 
of lake steamer lines, saiaricd agents; fourteen 
were agents of arms engaged itn carting freight 
in the city: aud Kren were agents of raiiroad 
lines. Other railroads are represented on the 
board, but their agents are not members. 

“The claim, therefore, that the carriers should 
submit the regulation and interpretation of 
their contracts to the board or its officers and 
committees is substantially equivalent to mak- 
ing a mau's Customers the judges as to his busi- 
ness relations with them, for that Ufty-six car- 
riers cau affectin any degree the decision of a 
body in which their custumers Outnumber them 
thirty-four to one is absurd. It is like a jury of 
farmers sitting in judgwent of ‘

and takes their toils, on the complaint of one of 
their number. If the railroad companies in 
Chicago bave subjected themselves to any such 
method of settlement with their customers 
they have been very foolish, and they should 
as soon as possible put themselves un- 
der the protection of a more disin- 
terested tribunal. The Board of Trade 
may easily provide an impartial and intelligent 
tribunal for the adjustment of differences be- 
tween members engaged in the same kind of 
business; but it might about as well decide 
complaints brought against its members by 
their tailors and landiords as the differences be- 
tween them and the carriers. 

In consequence of this controversy the rail- 
road companies have not only withdrawn their 
agents from the Board of Trade, but they de- 
cline to furnish the statistics of shipments 
which they have given the the board beretofore, 
and which in connection with the statistics of 
receipts enable the traders to know what are 
the stocks on hand—indispensable to any 
intelligent trading. We doubt whether this is 
good policy. The statistics the railroads must 
keep for their own use, and it will not do them 
any harm to supply them to the Board of Trade, 
and notbing is likely to be gained by assuming 
a lighting attitude.’ 


Mr. George M. Bogue Accepts the Posi- 
tion of Arbitrator for Western Pools— 
The HBearrangement of Percentaces 
for the Western Pool Will Probably 
Be His Firat Job. 

The Hon. George M. Bogue has notified Com- 
missioner Midgley of his acceptance of the posi- 
tion of Arbitrator of Western pools, to which he 
wus elected by the General Managers of the va- 
rious Western roads last week. Mr. Bogue has 
not yet stated on which day he wili enter upon 
the duties of his position. There will be no 
work tor him until after the meeting of the 
Southwesteru Railway Association, which will 
be held in this city Feb. 15. The object of that 
meeting is to secure a redivision of the percent- 
ages between the Northern and Southern Di- 
visions of the Southwestern Railway Associa- 
tion, the Chicago roads (Northern Division) 
claiming a targer share of the Missouri River 
business than they have had heretofore, as they 
bave during the last year been carrying far more 
than their allotted percentage, and conse- 
quently had te pay over large amounts every 
month to the St. Louis roads to balauce the ac- 
counts. Because the Chicago roads have been 
getting so much more of the business than their 
proportion, the St, Louis roads have been trying 
to get nearer to their allotted percentage of the 
business by cutting the rates, which fact caused 
quite a breeze at the last meeting of the asso- 
ciation. At that meeting a resoluuon was 
passed that at the meeting to be held Feb. 15 aa 
effort should be made to rearrange the divisions 
and percentages of the Southwestern pool, and 
this failing, that the matter should be referred 
to the arbitrator. As there is but little prospect 
that the managers will be able to agree among 
themselves, it is quite likely that that will be Mr. 
Bogue’s first Job, and it is therefore probabie 
that be will assume the duties of bis new posi- 
tion feb. 15. The next job of importance which 
Mr. Bogue will have to perform will, be the set- 
tlement of the troubles regarding the lumber 
business from Chicago and Wisconsin points to 
Mississippi River points. There are two or 
three puols on this business now in existence, 
but none of them work well, and the rates are 
considerabiv demoralized. Several ineffectuai 
efforts have been made during the last month or 
two to bring about the formation of one general 


lumber pool, and there is no prospect now that 


Missouri River lumber business can be regu - 
ted without recourse to arbitration.

The stock was all taken by Mr. William H. Van- 
derbilt and parties connected with him. The 
bridge, it is said, will be built about 200 feet 
above the old Suspension Bridge, and will be a 
stec! arch bridge, for railroad tracks only, with 
no carriage- way. 

Mr. T. W. Wadsworth, Assistant Commer- 
cial Agent of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
in this city, and Secretary of the Chicago & 
Evanston Railroad, met with a serious accident 
last Thursday while passing from the passenger 
office of the company to the freight offiee, by 
slipping and talling on the sidewalk, spraining 
his right ankle and fracturing a small bone near 
the ankle. It will be several weeks before he 
will ve able again to attend to his duties. 

The annual convention of the National Asso- 
ciation of General Baggage Agents will be held 
at the Grand Central Hotel, New York, 2 p. m. 
Wednesday, Feb. 21. Mr. Van Smith, ot the 
committee for preparing plans for abolishing 
the use of railroad checks by transfer compa- 
nies, desires that special attention be given 
to this subject, inasmuch as if this chanve 
can be effected the responsibility will be placed 
where it properly belong. and railroad compa- 
nies will not be regarded as liable for trouble, 
which, in reality, arises with the transfer com- 
panies. 

On Jan. 1, 1883, the length of the Austrian rail- 
ways was II. IIK kilometres, or 7.401 miles, 
which is less than the mileage of Illinois alone. 
The Austrian railways are owned by forty-nine 
corporations, including three Governments. Of 
the raliways in Austria 158.6 kilometres are 
managed by foreign companies. The new mile- 
age in 1882 was less than 250 kilometres, and but 
1583 kilometres of the entire system have 
double tracks. The greutest of all Austrian 
railway men was a son of the great composer 
Weber, whom his friends used to think the best 
railway expert of his time.

The number of railway accidents to trains, 
rolimg-stock and permanent way in the United 
Kingdom, in which passengers were involved 
continues to exhibit a curious uniformity. In 
the nine months end Sept. 3) last the number 
killed was 10, which was tne precise number 
killed in the corresponding nine mouths of 1881. 
The number of injured showed, however, a 
siight improvement. being 58 ouly, as against 
679 in the corresponding earlier period. Alto- 
wether the totals for last year from accidents in 
this category were: Killed, 2, and injured, 
677, as against 18 and 7 in the ure 
nine montus of 1881. These totais m- 
clude, beside railway servants, two 
unlucky persons who were neither servants nor 
strictly passengers. One of these, whose in- 
juries ended fatally, was a man riding without 
authoritv upon an engine which appears to have 
exploded under bis amateur atientions. The 
other was a-woman ip a bouse at the side of the 
line, who was struck and severely injured by 
spiinters of a broke couneetmg- rod a pass- 
ing engine. When with these, whch are strict- 
ly traveling accidenta, we include ran 
why accidents of a more general or in- 
ciaental kind, we reach the large aumber of 804 
persons killed and 3.311 injured, whieh shows a 
considerable incrense. It is a terrible faet that 
in these nine months alone 385 servants of the 
companies or coutractors lost their lives, while 
1.825 were injured iu the discharge of their du- 
ties.
